FROM THE EDITOR— 
FAVORABLE FORECAST 


HREE EVENTS which took place during the January National Motor 
Boat Show in New York augur well for pleasure boatmen and the boat- 


ing industry alike. 


To names such as Morris Rosenfeld, C. F. Chapman, Herbert Stone— 
men who have made outstanding contributions to boating and have received 
the Ole Evinrude Award—was added that of Congressman Herbert C. Bon- 
ner. As sponsor of the Federal Boating Act of 1958, better known as “the 
Bonner Bill,” Congressman Bonner hoped to create legislation that could 
be corrective without being unduly restrictive, helping the healthy growth of 
the sport without hurting the growth of the industry. Looking back over 
the two years since the bill was enacted, it is clear that these aims were 
effectively accomplished. Many states have passed laws modelled on the 
moderate provisions of the Bonner Bill; few have found it necessary to con- 
sider unwelcome measures such as individual licensing. Though some boat- 
men had originally opposed any legislation, this award should help indicate 


that time has proven the Bonner Bill successful. 


\t a meeting of the American Boat and Yacht Council during the New 
York show, members of a committee investigating methods of water pollution 
prevention reported that many boat building companies are now installing 
chlorinators as optional equipment, or at least leaving sufficient space so that 
they can be hooked up at a later date. This magazine was the first to research 
this unpleasant problem and actively campaign for an answer from the indus- 
try. We are pleased to see that the efforts of Mr. Wm. Edgar John and others 


are making it possible for boatmen to find a feasible answer. 


The public hearing of the Federal Trade Commission in New York also 
raised an interesting discussion of what constitutes a safe number of pas- 
sengers for a small boat to carry, and how much horsepower can safely be 
applied. Industry testimony properly pointed out that no single set of engi- 
neering formulae are ever likely to determine just how many pounds every 
type of small hull can support or how large an engine can be mounted with- 
out allowing a careless boatman to get into trouble. But it is equally unre- 
alistic to suppose that builders should sell boats but be unwilling to reveal to 
customers their recommendations as to approximately how many passengers 
or pounds of weight and how many units of power might safely be applied 
to their hull. Purchasers of small boats should require such information be- 


fore buying; some companies already supply this safety data. 


rhese three events listed above were of special interest because they were 
minor but significant steps forward in the growth of our major sport for 


the future.

SAIL FOR HARMSWORTH 

Congratulations! Either you now 
have a sailboat which could be con- 
sidered to be a Harmsworth Trophy 
entry or your arithmetic has fallen 
overboard. In your article in the Jan- 
uary issue entitled “Speed On The Ice” 
you state that the formula for deter- 
mining the top speed of a displacement 
type hull is 1.34 times the waterline 
length. This statement is exemplified 
in your article by stating that on such 
a boat as the America’s Cup defender 
Ranger, with a waterline length of 87 
feet, the maximum speed would be ap 
proximately 12 knots. Using my arith- 
metic I figure 1.34 times 87 feet to 
equal 116.58 knots. Now that is really 
moving! 

However, could it be that you 
meant to say the formula should be 
1.34 times the square root of the water- 
line length, or 1.34\/87=12.48 knots?

Conditions were ideal for a fire and 
the fumes were ignited in the garage 
by the pilot light of a gas water 
heater. 

One small area of the hull was ex- 
posed to the direct flames of the fuel 
tank and the work bench for 13 min- 
utes. An area about 18” in diameter 
was badly blistered. The hull on the 
port side was badly warped so the 
motor control mounting block was par- 
tially pulled away and the inside of 
the deck at the transom pulled loose 
and raised about one inch. 

The manufacturer and field repre- 
sentative recommend that the boat be 
totalled out. Two other dealers have 
concurred in this.

FIBERGLASS IN CANADA 


HILE | am personally convinced 
W that FRP is the ideal boat ma- 
terial, | appear to be entirely alone 
as far as the boating fraternity in 
Canada is concerned. | am referring 
of course to cruisers and sailboats and 
not to the 15’ and 18’ runabouts. 

| am told that fiberglass will crystal- 
lize with age, that fiberglass and wood 
are not compatible due to the different 
co-efficients of expansion, and that 
fiberglass boats have been known to 
split on occasion. 

On the other hand many of the 
major boat manufacturers in the 
States are swinging to FRP and they 
must have their reasons.

The 15 or more years that FRP 
(fiberglass reinforced plastic) has been 
in use as a boat building material has 
proved it to be an outstanding boat- 
building material. Like any other ma- 
terial, the quality of boat produced 
depends on the builder's knowledge of 
its use and the care taken in applying 
this knowledge. It is possible to build 
a poor boat of wood, plywood, or alu- 
minum unless the materials are used 
by a skilled workman. The same ap- 
plies to FRP. One of the outstanding 


features of FRP craft is that it per- 
mits the owning of a larger boat be- 
cause cost of upkeep is less.

ENGINE TEMPERATURE 


EITHER TEMPERATURE gauge 
N operated on the Chrysler 177 hp 
engine in a boat which I recently pur- 
chased. | replaced two sending units, 
two thermostats, two pressure relief 
valves and the best reading | can get 
on the temperature gauges is about 
80 degrees. The engine seems to per- 
form well except it burns quite a bit 
of gas at cruising speed. | feel that if 
the engine heat could be raised to 140- 
160 degrees | would get better per- 
formance and gas economy. What 
would you suggest? 

The boat swings a 14x11 propeller. 
The motor is rated at 3600 rpm, but 
| can reach 3800 rpm. Would a differ- 
ent propeller help to make this boat 
ride with the bow a little higher? If 
so what propeller would you suggest?

Remove your temperature gauges, 
connecting cable and sending units 
and test them by placing the sending 
units, assembled to the cables and 
gauges, in a basin of hot water in 
which you have placed a thermom- 
eter. Vary the temperature of the 
water by adding hot or cold water 
If the reading on the gauges follows 
closely the reading on the thermom- 
eter, then this part of the system is 
all right. If the gauges read 80° when 
the water temperature is higher then 
temperature indicating system is at 
fault. If this is the case take the 
assemblies to the local instrument 
service station for further check to 
determine which part is at fault 

If the temperature indicating sys- 
tem checks out satisfactorily, the next 
test is on the thermostat. Where en- 
gines are raw water cooled, thermo- 
stats are factory adjusted to about 
135° F. Higher operating tempera- 
tures would result in the deposition 
of salt in the engine’s cooling pas- 
sages. The temperatures you mention, 
140-160 degrees, could be too high for 
satisfactory operation in salt water. To 
check the thermostat, remove the 
cover and inspect the valve and valve 
seat to make sure that these are free 
of scale, salt deposits, or other foreign 
matter. Next remove the thermostat 
element. This is the large hex nut on 
the side of the thermostat housing 
Measure its length while cold. Insert 
the thermostat element in hot water

heated to a temperature of 150° for 
two minutes. Remove from the water 
and again measure the overall length. 
If the thermostat is in good condition 
it should be about 3/16” longer. Now 
place the thermostat in cold water and 
see if it returns to its original cold 
dimension. If it fails to perform these 
two tests satisfactorily, the thermostat 
is at fault. 

You give no information as to how 
high your bow rises at the present 
time. It should not go over 6° from 
the horizontal for optimum results. 
Assuming that you are now turning 
the maximum diameter wheel that can 
be installed in your boat, an increase 
in pitch of an inch or two might help. 
You do not state your present speed 
so this is only a guess. 


SHORT SHAFT MOTOR 


HAVE A SMALL auxiliary outboard 

motor with a 15” shaft mounted on 
a transom bracket. 

The propeller is about 15” back from 
the 20” boat transom, but is not below 
the bottom of the boat. Both the pro- 
peller and cavitation plate are well be- 
low the surface of the water. Increased 
propeller speed churns the water with 
very little increase in boat speed. Is 
this condition caused by the propeller 
not being below the bottom of the 
boat?

Your propeller is not receiving a 
free flow of solid water. The condi- 
tion you describe is probably cavita- 
tion. The mounting of the motor 
should be lowered until the cavitation 
plate is in line with bottom of the boat. 
Otherwise, the motor should be ex- 
changed for a model with a long shaft. 


DUAL MOTORS 


HAVE A 16’ CRUISER with a 1956 
I Johnson 30 hp motor. I’m satisfied 
with the speed and performance of this 
rig; however, for slow trolling, | would 
like to install my 12 hp Buccaneer for 
economy and for the safety factor of 
having a second engine. After much 
trial and error | have come to the con- 
clusion that the only practical instal- 
lation would be a dual set-up. I’ve 
tried mounting the 30 a little off cen- 
ter but there isn’t room for the 12 to 
pivot and steer. 

My question is, will | lose an appre- 
ciable amount of speed from the 30 by 
having it mounted to one side as ina 
dual set-up, when | use just the 30 
alone to speed out to the fishing 
grounds? | realize | can use both to 
cruise but | would prefer to use just 
the 30 to get out there with the 12 
tilted up and then use the 12 for 
trolling 


Along the same line, do you have 


any ideas on how it would be possible 
to retain the steering on the one mo- 
tor with the other tilted up out of the 
water to reduce drag? 

One final question, would | get any 
better speed or performance with the 
30 hp on this 16-foot boat which weighs 
about 800 Ibs., by switching to a four 
blade prop with less pitch?

Depending on how far off center the 
motor is mounted, a certain amount of 
steering bias will be created. Some 
of the power will be used in correct- 
ing this. 

There is no ideal solution to the 
steering problem with one motor tilted 
up and out of use. Each boat and 
motor combination and steering ar- 
rangement has its own special diffi- 
culties 

There is no particular advantage to 
a four blade propeller unless the 
power being absorbed by your present 
three blade propeller, the thrust per 
square inch of blade area, is greater 
than is considered good practice. This 
may be indicated. by vibration and 
cavitation. If you are thinking of 
changing propellers, why not consider 
a Multi-Pitch propeller to give better 
trolling performance from the 30 hp 
Johnson. This would eliminate the 
need for positioning the two motors

After being idle for a full week 
or so, the batteries turn the starter 
rapidly and the engine fires at once. 
After the boat runs for a half hour to 
three hours or more and the motor is 
shut off, there seems to be hardly 
enough juice in the batteries to turn 
the motor over. The starter just moans 
and groans. 

The indicator on the generator 
shows it is charging while the motor 
is running and the starter seems to be 
in excellent working order.

It is assumed that your engine is 
equipped with a six-volt generator and 
a twelve-volt starter. The switch is 
provided to throw the batteries into 
parallel for charging and in series for 
starting. The switch must be manually 
manipulated to change from one con- 
dition to the other. Are you doing 
this? 

It is also suggested that you have 
your batteries checked at the local bat- 
tery service station to determine their 
condition. Have all of your wiring 
checked to make sure that there are no 
grounds or high resistance short cir- 
cuits that exist in the motor wiring 
and are placed in the circuit when the 
ignition switch is on.

UNITED STATES POWER 
SQUADRONS REPORT 








CCIDENTS must be reported to 

the Coast Guard, but it would 
also be helpful if each accident involv- 
ing a USPS member is reported to the 
Squadron Commander and then to the 
District Commander so that it may be 
made a part of the District Command- 
er’s report to Headquarters. The En- 
sign reports that in this way Headquar- 
ters can determine the nature of the 
accidents in which members are con- 
cerned.

UNDERWATER WEEDS 
BOMBED FROM AIR 


ERIAL BOMBARDMENT with 

weed-killing pellets has been high- 
ly successful in clearing two large 
fresh-water lakes in New Jersey. 
Thanks to modern research, aquatic 
weeds which hindered boating, swim- 
ming and fishing on Lakes Hopatcong 
and Musconetcong are no longer a 
problem. 

The chemical used was Aqua-Kleen 
20 which was impregnated on clay 
granules. These granules carry the 
weed-killer through the water to the 
bottom, and are non-toxic to humans 
and fish life 

With a wide swath from hoppers 
close to the water surface, a boat was 
able to cover about 50 acres a day. 
Experimental application with low-fly- 
ing helicopters used for the first time 
for such treatment increased the cover- 
age by 15 acres for 3 hours’ flying 
time.

SEAMANSHIP 


CHARTING 
FOR 
CURRENTS 


By Elbert Robberson 


HEN THE WATER stays put, as it might in a 

small lake, piloting is more simple. The course 

between here and some other place is so many 
degrees. Steer so the compass stays on this figure, and your 
planned destination should heave in view smack over the 
stem. In some waters it is this easy all of the time; but 
many of us are not so fortunate as to enjoy duck-soup 
piloting. Current and wind can throw us off a considerable 
amount. The effects are variable in strength and direction. 
It pays to know how to allow for such errors. 


EFFECTS OF CURRENT ON SPEED 


The simplest effect of a current is when it is in line with 
the course of the boat. In this case it either speeds up or 
slows down the boat’s progress over the bottom an amount 
equal to the current velocity. You might think: “So I go 
a little faster or slower, so what?” In many instances a 
few knots difference in speed made good can be important. 

Not allowing for (or knowing about) the effect of cur- 
rent and sea on speed has caused unwary boatmen enough 
trouble to fill a book; not to mention newspaper columns 
devoted to the harrowing experiences of the boatmen, their 
rescuers (if, fortunately, there were any) and families and 
friends. Mishaps have ranged from boats being swept out 
to sea to boats being swept into shore. 

Having also sailed low-powered auxiliaries as well as 
no-powered sailboats for a considerable time, I have had 
this point well demonstrated. There are many tidal areas 
where current velocities are four knots and even more. 
Unless your boat is fast, you are wasting time and energy 
trying to buck such a current, especially if it is accom- 
panied by a wind or chop. Better sail out of the current 
and anchor until conditions turn in your favor. On boats 
with limited fuel capacity, this is particularly important. 

The amount and direction of current to be expected at 
different stages of the tide are shown on Tidal Current 
Charts for many harbor areas and are available from the 
U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. It is a good idea to have 
any such charts that have been issued for your area. Cur- 
rents are influenced by winds, river flow, and vary daily 
with phases of the moon. The timing and variation of 
tides and currents are given in Coast and Geodetic Tide 
Tables for coastal areas. These give the times each day 
for the conditions of maximum ebb and flood shown on 
the current charts and the corresponding current velocity 
at the reference point. A correction factor for the velocity 
is given in the book of tidal charts, so the theoretical direc- 
tion and speed of current can be determined for any lo- 
cation or time of day. 

Both Current Charts and Tide Tables deserve serious 
study; and in waters which are subject to strong tides it is 
wise to plan for the conditions you will encounter at vari- 
ous times all through the duration of a day’s cruising.

charts and tables should be checked by measurements of 
the boat’s actual speed over the bottom, or of the current 
velocity. These observations should be made from time to 
time because currents change with the passage of time, 
sometimes slowly, sometimes quite rapidly. 


DETERMINING SPEED 
OVER THE GROUND 


There are several ways in which you can find your actual 
speed. All of them are based on observation of fixed ob- 
jects. In conjunction with these observations, you need a 
boat speedometer or log to find your speed (or distance 
travelled) through the water. 

First of all, the accuracy of your speedometer should be 
checked very carefully and, if necessary, a table of cor- 
rections prepared. This is best done by sailing reciprocal 
courses between two points a given distance apart, such 
as a mile, during a time of slack water (no current) on a 
calm, quiet day. Establish several speedometer “standard” 
speeds for your boat, such as full speed, 34 speed, 2 speed, 
etc., then traverse the known course at each speed in both 
directions, averaging the time measured for the two direc- 
tions to compensate for any drift. 

Very often two points can be found on the chart that 
are one-mile apart. Study the chart of your shoreline for 
two such locations, which may be a beacon and a point, 
the end of a pier, or the distance on a given course angle 
between two range lines. If you have a mile course for 
checking, just divide the average time in minutes and 
decimal fractions for the course into 60 (for minutes in 
an hour) to find true speed. Make a note of the true speed 
for each of your “standard” speeds indicated by the speed- 
ometer. 

In the event that the only available course is some 
distance other than a mile, divide your time for the course 
into 60, then multiply by the distance (in miles and tenths) 
between points. During the season, re-check your speedom- 
eter accuracy from time to time to make sure that dirt or 
air in the system have not set it off. 

A simple way to find current speed is to lie close abeam 
a buoy or other marker, heading into the current. Adjust 
your throttle so the marker remains exactly abeam; then 
the speedometer speed equals current velocity. If you must 
go against the current, subtract this figure from your boat’s 
speed to find its actual speed over the ground. In case you 
go with the current, the current velocity is added to that of 
the boat. 

A range line between objects abeam, or a carefully 
maintained compass bearing on some marker abeam can 
also be used for the adjustment of speed so that the boat 
hangs in one place over the bottom. Here, again, the speed- 
ometer reading equals current speed. 

The time taken to make good the distance between two 
buoys or other known points can be used to find the speed 
made good, or the current velocity affecting your boat's 
progress. Figure the speed made good the same way as was 
described above to check the speedometer. Then subtract

the speed made good and your speedometer figure. The 
difference in speed figures is the current velocity. The speed 
made good may be greater than the speedometer indication. 
in which case the current is fair, or going with you. The 
other way around, speed made good being less than what 
the speedometer says, the current is bucking you. The cur- 
rent speed or your actual boat speed can be used to cal- 
culate movements of the boat for a reasonable period into 
the future.

Technically speaking, current velocities are directly 
added to or subtracted trom boat speed only if the boat’s 
course is directly in line with the current. However, in 
practical small-boat operation over normal distances, the 
direct figure can be used even though the course and cur- 
rent direction are several degrees from being in-line. 


EFFECTS OF CURRENT ON COURSE 


When the boat’s course and current direction are not in 
line, a boat is set to one side or the other in addition to 
being speeded up or slowed down in its travel over the 
bottom. The corrections to course and distance which are 
required are easily obtained graphically by drawing vectors 
for the variables of current and course. The only tools 
necessary are a protractor and straight edge, and a pair of 
dividers. 

A two-arm protractor that has the arms calibrated in 
miles according to the scale used on your chart works very 
well. The plotting can be done on your chart, but it is easier 
on the chart to use a separate sheet of paper for the 
graph. 

For an example: we wish to go to a point that bears 80° 
from our location and is 7.5 miles away. At the time, a 
current of two knots is sweeping across the course in the 
direction 215 

Draw a meridian (vertical line) through the present posi- 
tion, as shown in Fig. /, and center the protractor over 
the point, aligning 0° with the vertical line. Then at the 
angle 215° (current direction), draw a line two miles long 
(current speed, mph.), transferring the distance from the 
chart scale with dividers, or using the miles calibration on 
the protractor arm. This line is the current vector. Draw 
a line between the far end of the current vector and the 
destination. At the meridian through your location, meas- 
ure the angle toward the destination of this last line. That

is the course you must steer. The length of the line is the 
distance you must travel, through the water. 

Fig. 2 is an example having the current in a different 
direction. The vectors are laid out and measured in exactly 
the same manner. Draw a meridian through the end of the 
current vector to measure the course to be steered. 


SEAMANSHIP IN CURRENTS 


When a body of water is on the move, which is the case 
with currents, the whole mass does not flow uniformly. The 
contour of the shore and the bottom underneath slow up, 
divert, and channelize the flow of water. Sometimes a 
counterflow will exist in the lee of a point or other obstruc- 
tion jutting into the water, so that a boat will be set in a 
direction different from the main current flow. “Tide rips” 
occur at the boundaries of a current; these can be as rough 
aS a Miniature waterfall and dangerous to even a fair-size 
boat, especially when there is a good breeze blowing. Even 
in comparatively moderate currents, a boat may buck or 
shift around and change speed (you will notice engine 
rpm's going up and down) as it is buffeted by the current 

Consequently, it is necessary to be on the alert in strong 
currents. The direction of flow is indicated by the direction 
in which buoys heel, and velocity can often be judged by 
the amount a buoy goes over and the wake it makes in the 
water. Be especially careful around buoys or other obstruc- 
tions. It is very easy to be set into such a hazard, and if an 
obstruction is fouled, a small boat may be dragged under 
or swamped before there is much time to think about what 
is happening. Do your thinking in .advance and keep 
clear. 

Plan your movements so as to take advantage of fair 
currents. If this means a delay in getting underway, take 
the loss in time, and have fun on the beach. Otherwise, you 
might lose the same amount of time, or more, while under- 
way; and this means increased fuel consumption. There 
are few things more disconcerting than being on a deep 
body of swift water with fuel dwindling and the boat not 
getting any closer to safety. In such an event it might be 
wise to cut across the current toward a comparatively quiet 
shore where the current is less strong, or the boat can be 
anchored to await a more favorable time. 

Narrow tidal channels and rivers offer a number of spe- 
cial problems not connected as much with piloting as with 
just being able to read the current and handle the boat.

You could reasonably expect boat intended for sports 


fishing off-shore to be designed and constructed so that even 
under the most unfavorable water conditions, short of those 
in which no small craft should be exposed, she would be 
virtually capsize-proof. If such a boat were intended for 
running inlets, through tidal rips, and for operation in 
heavy following seas, she should show no tendency to 
broach, pitch-pole or wallow like a fat pig in a quagmire 


If you were to buy a fast sports runabout in which you 


hoped to be the speed king of your local lake, you would 


be unreasonable to consider the runabout unsafe if it 
wouldn’t perform without threat of swamping or capsizing 
under the set of test conditions laid down for the sea-going 
skiff 

Only the foolhardy would expect an over-laden eight-foot 
pram to weather a squall on a large, exposed expanse of 
water, yet this does not mean that an eight-foot pram is 
unsafe. The eight-foot pram could be considered unsafe 
only if it is inherently tipsy with a tendency to dump even 
a modest passenger load on an unruffled water surface, or 
if the hull is made of a dense material such as metal or 
fiberglass that lacks inherent flotation and the pram’s builder 
has made no provision for buoyancy by fitting it with air 
compartments or providing other flotation material. 

Safety of a boat is a relative thing. When you test and 
analyze a boat of your choice, you must keep in mind the 
designer's intended use for the boat. Judge it on this basis 
Select your own boat from among those designed to meet 
the conditions of your intended use. 

We have been asked if it is feasible for a boat buyer to 
test his own boat, and whether there is a set of standards 
that a shopper can apply to better evaluate a boat. By all 
means, test the boats of your selection before you buy. 
rhere are a number of testing guides and buying rules that 
anyone can apply 

The boat industry is not comparable to the automotive 
ndustry. Remember there are approximately 1,200 boat 
builders, while there are less than a dozen domestic auto- 
mobile manufacturers. Each of these relatively few auto 
manufacturers jealously guards its multi-million-dollar in- 
vestment by striving for integrity of its products. Any one 
of these few industrial Goliaths may be expected to be in 
business long after any model automobile you may buy 
has run out its useful life span. 

Among the boat builders, only a relative few have been 
in business for a decade or more and have had time to estab- 
lish an enviable reputation. Time testing has had little 
chance to prove that other than a limited few products offer 
exceptional dollar value. These oid line builders are out- 
numbered 50 to 1 by the iundreds of newcomers. The vast 
majority of the boats currently available have yet to be 
proved by long use and their builders’ integrity has not yet 
been subjected to the test of time 

Without doubt, the products of some of these new boat 
builders may be equal or even superior to those built by 
one of the long established boat manufacturers. However, 
some of the new manufacturers’ boats may prove to be poor 
and the companies may fail even before this is common 
knowledge . 

If you do not select an already proved-to-be-good boat, 
made by one of the long established producers, how can you 
protect your investment and be certain that you will get 
satisfaction if the boat, for example, develops some major

by inspecting for these vital qualities 


construction flaw? Any buyer is wise to buy a new boat 
from a marine dealer who has established a reputation of 
backing the products that he sells, rather than to buy a 
comparable model from a fly-by-night dealer who may offer 
a cut price, but who may not be in business tomorrow to 
stand behind the sale. 

The present boom of boating has naturally brought with 
it a large expansion in the marine retail business. There are 
far more new marine dealers than old-established ones. You 
may find a boat that meets all of your qualifications and one 
that is handled conveniently by a marine dealer who only 
recently has established his business. Should you avoid the 
new marine dealer? Certainly not. It is only natural that 
the new dealer has not yet had an opportunity to establish 
a reputation of integrity in the marine field. A few discreet 
inquiries at local banks or elsewhere will quickly reveal what 
the new dealer’s previous background or general business 
history has been 

The buyer of a used boat generally is wiser to buy from 
a marine dealer rather than from a private party. How- 
ever, many desirable boats are sold by their owners. The 
particular boat you want may only be offered by its owner. 
How can you be assured that there are no hidden flaws, that 
the boat is sound in all respects, or should it not be sound, 
that you won't be hopelessly stuck with the purchase? Ask 
where the boat was given its last overhaul. You may learn 
something of her from talking to the yard men who worked 
on her. Another means of providing protection is to have 
a qualified marine expert survey the boat. The modest fee 
you will pay for such an appraisal may save you consider- 
able grief. You may also request a written guarantee, but 
to force a private seller to back his guarantee may be diffi- 
cult. To buy through a private party is always risky. It is 
advisable to buy a used boat through a dealer or through 
a marine broker. 

Regardless of whether you buy a new or used boat, avoid 
freak designs and home-made hulls if you hope to get a 
fair price when you turn in the boat for another or try to 
sell it outright. Standard models of the better name manu- 
facturers whose products are well known may be expected 
to have greater resale value. 

A buyer who plans a multi-thousand-dollar investment in 
a hull will firfd it advantageous to visit the boat builder’s 
manufacturing facilities. The reputable builder takes pride 
in his production operations. It is the rare manufacturer 
who does not welcome a potential buyer to his plant to 
inspect facilities and methods of construction. You can 
observe at first hand the type of craftsmanship and quality 
materials used. However, if you do not have an opportunity 
to make an inspection tour of the boat builder’s plant, you 
can often learn a lot about the care of the production line 
controls by a thorough inspection of several models of the 


boat you are considering. 
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Check accessibility of fuses, wiring. 


The condition of the bilge may often be revealing. If you 
look into the bilge of a large inboard, for example, you may 
find that it contains sawdust, woodchips, loose fastening 
hardware and other debris. This should arouse suspicion 
that the overall production line supervision is sloppy. Check 
for and inspect for unfinished wood surfaces. The careful 
craftsman gives wood preservative treatment to all exposed 
wood on a boat, not just to those areas that are readily seen. 
Note the locations of bolts and screws in ribs and frames. 
Shoddy craftsmanship and supervision can be spotted here. 
Are bolt holes centered or have they been haphazardly 
drilled so that strength members are weakened? Have fas- 
tenings for planks missed ribs and frames? Have split tim- 
bers been ignored? Has good clean straight-grained lumber 
been used? 

In testing your own boat, you can follow much the same 
pattern that we apply to our PB tests. Safety is our first 
category, because we feel that only safe boating is pleasure 
boating. We have stressed certain features we believe to be 
particularly vital. One of the first items we inspect is the 
type of glass used in windshields, ports and cabin windows. 
We do not consider any shatterable glass safe. We favor 
laminated, heat-tempered safety glass or synthetics such as 
Plexiglas. 

The frames of windshields are important. On the small 
runabout, for example, passengers inevitably use the wind- 
shield as a grab bar in getting in and out of the cockpit. 
You and your passengers will certainly, at one time or an- 
other, step over the windshield to reach the foredeck. Be 
sure the windshield has a heavy frame trim. The shield 
should be secured to cabin or foredeck so that it won't 
shake, rattle and vibrate free. Be certain the frame is suf- 
ficiently rigid, so that a safety glass shield will not be dis- 
torted by tugging, or that a Plexiglas shield won’t split. 
Inspect all deck hardware. Are cleats jagged on their under 
surfaces? Have the castings been buffed, or will mooring 
lines chafe or cut through and set your boat adrift? Has 
the hardware been designed for utility or with appearance 
foremost in mind? 

Some of our “modern” deck hardware, particularly fore- 
deck pennant masts, and some lighting fixtures, though 
exotic in appearance, are as dangerous as rapiers. Who 
wants to be impaled on a shiny chrome-plated deck fitting? 
Decks should be uncluttered so that the unwary individual 
will not trip. 

Cockpit floors should be free of jagged protrusions. Some 
small aluminum utilities have knife-sharp rib and frame 
members exposed, so that feet can be gashed, Some builders 
of cruisers have been thoughtless in their selection of metal 
trim for hatch covers. Properly designed and installed metal 
trim may enhance the appearance of a hatch cover and 
protect synthetic floor coverings such as linoleum or viny] 
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TEST A BOAT continued 
from being chipped and broken. Yet, these metal trim strips 
must be installed so that you and your crew, walking bare 
footed, are not likely to slice a section of toe or heel if you 
should inadvertently kick one 
On fiber glass hulls, inspect the underside of cockpit 
coaming for jagged finish that can cause nasty gashes if a 
passenger suddenly uses it as a hand hold 
Potential buyers of inboards should check for adequately 
vented bilges and engine compartments. Are the cockpit 
drains on the cruiser of adequate size to allow for quick 
drainage in the event green water should be taken into the 
cockpit? Recently, I was aboard a 28-footer which pro 
kpit self-bailing through two half-inch-diameter 
For a cockpit on a boat that size, I would have pre 
red overboard drains ten times as large 
Sit in the helmsman’s seat or stand at the helmsman 
ocation.

Most builders of wood boats ignore the problem (see 
buoyancy article on page 131) 
When flotation materials are added, such as Styrofoam 
or foamed-in-place uni-cellular flotation materials, we prefer 
to see these materials placed into the sides, deck, under the 
cockpit Coaming, and under seats to provide a high level 
flotation to prevent boats from capsizing when they are 
swamped, The more commonplace practice is to place flota 
tion in the bilges or in the fore-peak. Boats with such 
installation. will float, but they will roll bottom up or bow 
high and may be nearly impossible to cling to 
Some manufacturers limit the horsepower recommended 
for their hull. They warn the buyer of this limitation by 
placing a maximum horsepower plaque in a Conspicuous 
location on the boat or including this information in their 
literature. Give this maximum horsepower rating full safety 
consideration. If the manufacturer, for example, recom- 
mends that one of his models be restricted in use to 40 
horsepower and you plan a 75 hp installation, better look 
for another boat 


Che prospective inboard purchaser should carefully check 


such ¢tems as bilge pump and bilge blower. Is the bilge 


pump a type that will continue to operate if the pump is 
completely submerged? If it will not, it may be worthless 
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to you when you need it most. Is there an auxiliary hand 
pump available should electrical failure occur? Is the bilge 
blower intake located so that heavy vapors that settle to 
the bottom of the bilge can be drawn out? What is the 
storage battery’s location? Is it well above any normal 
expected bilge water level? 

One of the fire prevention features often overlooked by 
inboard manufacturers is the use of flame-proof curtain 
ind insulating material. Provisions should be made to 
secure curtains in the area near the galley so that they 
cannot blow over the flame of a stove. Pay particular atten- 
tion to galley stoves, the method of installation, their loca- 
tion, and provisions for fire-proofing cabin tops and sides 
Gravity-feed or pressurized alcohol stoves are both con- 
sidered safe for shipboard use with kerosene and propane 
offering a lesser safety factor. The principal drawback of 
kerosene, aside from its odor, is its inherent excessive use 
of oxygen from the air. This can prove to be dangerous 
during cool or rainy weather when cabins are not well 
vented 

Check the location of fuel filler access caps on the 
inboard. I have noted a number of installations which have 
the filler cap located forward of a bilge vent so that, should 
gas be spilled during a sloppy fueling procedure, the spilled 
rasoline is free to flow down the vent into the engine 
compartment 

Inspect construction features in the rear of outboard 
cockpits. Be certain that there is adequate room for the 
motor to be tilted fully without striking against the upper 
edge of the motor well. Adequate clearance should exist 
so that a passenger can rest an arm on the back of the motor 
well without fear of being struck by the motor should it 
be suddenly and violently tilted upward

Most of these safety features can be o 
on the showroom floor. Those which cannot are incor 
porated as a part of the boat’s design and will be evidenced 
in its handling characteristics when you conduct yout 
underway performance test. Comfort, adaptability, dura 
vility and performance are all best observed when unde! 
way. Styling, though primarily a personal matter and one 
concerning your aesthetic reaction to the boat may best 
be checked out with the boat afloat Certain features 
that have eye appeal may prove during underway tests to 
be impractical 

A notable instance of this was encountered on a model 
of a fiberglass runabout, produced by a major boat builde1 
several years back. The boat featured a heavy aluminum 
extrusion, protecting the sheer and the transom in the area 
where the transom and the sides of the boat were joined 
This U-shaped extrusion gave an appearance of ruggedness 
It looked as though it would offer needed protection in an 
area vulnerable to scuffing and scraping against dock sides 
It was so designed that it was appealing in appearance. Not 
until the boat was tested underway was anyone aware that 
it also presented a decided drawback. During a test run 
an operator inadvertently banged the rear quarter of the 
boat against the side of a bridge abutment. The forward 
edge of the extrusion protruded slightly, caught on the side 
of the abutment, and the jar not only tore off the heavy 
metal extrusion, but also yanked a section, more than a 
square foot in diameter, out of the trailing edge of the boat 

That is but one example of many I could give that have 
indicated to me that the only way to thoroughly know a 
boat is to put it in the water and run it. Sometimes sleek 
beauties on the showroom floor that appear graceful and 
clean of line, waddle like an over-fed duck in the water or 
are aS Wet as a rainstorm and harder riding than a square- 
wheeled Model T

that does not place limitations of age or physical 

stamina on its participants. Two boats built to the 
same rule have an equal chance to cross the finish line first 
whether skippered by a 70 year old seasoned veteran or a 
14 year old neophyte. Political borders do not exist when 
a group of yachtsmen meet on the water, for the sea binds 
them into a brotherhood that could never be achieved by 
international diplomacy. 

We are a young and prosperous country and at times 
are apt to forget that seamanship was an ancient art when 
the lands of the western hemisphere first were seen by a 
lookout in a crows nest almost five centuries ago. We have 
a great deal to learn and education is achieved from experi- 
ence. After examining the results of last year’s Olympics 
we find that we are not the best sailors in the world. While 
looking over boating publications from other lands we dis- 
cover that their yachting activities and problems are often 
similar to ours. We also find that in many instances they 
have already taken definite steps to find an answer to the 
complications raised by the rapid growth of boating. We 
have asked a group of yachting experts from various parts 
of the world to bring us up to date on activities in their 
countries. Their reports follow: 


SCANDINAVIA

POPULAR BoaTING I uropean Correspondent 
HE WORD “SCANDINAVIAN,” reminiscent of the 
Vikings and their fantastic sea heritage, groups together 
three countries which have altogether different sailing 
conditions. Even the languages have grown apart, so that 
it is easier for Danes, Norwegians and Swedes to talk among 
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one another in English, a fact that helps make this cruising 
ground even better for the visitor from America. 
EN MARK is a long, sandy spit of land lying low to the 
sea. It is broken into four large islands and many 
smaller ones, all connected by modern bridges or car ferries 
Excellent harbors are everywhere, and the facilities for han- 


‘dling trailer boats or ocean racers are as fine as any in the 


world. The Royal Danish Yacht Club is ten minutes from 
the center of Copenhagen. It has a protected basin which 
can take yachts of any size, fine shore facilities, and wel- 
comes visitors. As Denmark is now a real crossroad of the 
world for air and sea freight, the boatman can get spare 
parts, repairs, or new machinery and equipment on very 
short notice. Tools and machines of Danish manufacture 
are low cost and excellent. 

lop quality sailmaking for all classes of boats is done by 
Paul Elvstrom, in Hellerup, a suburb of Copenhagen. Four- 
time Olympic winner Elvstrom is also experimenting with a 
sailing hydrofoil boat, which will be tested extensively next 
year for new sail design possibilities. Also new at Elvstrom’s 
is a bailer for sailboats. It is opened and closed with one 
foot and will even drain a Star Class boat close hauled 
and tacking 

rhere is a large trade in pleasureboats in Denmark and 
much new building in fiberglass as well as wood. A good 
place to shop for-used and new boats all in one area is 
Klaus Baess yacht yard, Copenhagen. A letter to them will 
bring a listing. The money conversion is about 6.8 kroner 
to one dollar 

ORWAY is fjord country; deep, narrow waters in the 

wrinkles of the mountains where waterfalls crash in 

the spring and skiers crash in winter. The scenery is breath- 
taking, the staple food is whale steak, and I once saw an 
elk standing in a city square, calmly eating a Christmas 
tree while the local policeman shrugged his shoulders to 
the crowds. Everyone sails, including King Olaf and Crown 
Prince Harald, who own a Six Meter and a Five-Point-Five 
and have won a gold medal at their sport. The hottest 
sailing class is the BB 11, a class which began 10 years

ago and which is now international. There are more than 
250 boats built; 35 new ones, alone, are for Sweden this 
year but all of this class must be built in Norway. There 
are 28 BB 11 boats in the States so far. As Norwegian 
boats are well constructed and reasonably priced, it is 
worth dropping a letter to Emil Lund-Baltzersen of Oslo 
He represents six Norwegian independent yards building 
boats of every type including the William Tripp-designed 
Vineland Class. 

Excellent metal and plastic boatbuilding for both pleas- 
ure and commercial boats is also available in Norway. One 
specialty is deepsea fishermen, and export builders are

Reversible propellers, more common than reverse gears, 
in Scandinavia, are available from A. M. Liaen, Alesund 
for engines from 100 hp up to ocean liner size. 

lénsberg Jernindustri, Ténsberg, Norway, make tools 
and hardware; an especially interesting device is a simple 
disengaging gear they menufacture for lifeboats. They are 
interested in custom and export work, too. The man to

Visitors to Norway should make a special point of visit- 
ing Bygdgy, a museum community ten minutes from Oslo 
center, where fine preservations of Viking ships and all 
types of Scandinavian small craft are on public display 

WEDEN is a country with 25,000 islands and 80,000 

boats. Instead of putting bathroom facilities on the 
boats, Swedes put them on the islands so, when you pass 
an island, first you see three or four boats at anchor, then, 
up on shore, you see a queue of Swedes lined up in front 
of a littke wooden house. A typically Swedish practice is 
the selling of lottery boats. Designers submit plans to a 
national competition and the winning boat is built each 
year and displayed in the center of town, to be inspected 
by all who are interested. Sometimes several are on display 
at one time. This gives constant life to designers’ and 
builders’ activity 

Although fiberglass lifeboats for large ships have long 
been standard here, this material is only recently appearing 
for pleasure craft. Most are still imported from the States, 
However the locally built fiberglass boats have a finish as 
good as anything I have seen in America. One good firm is 
FV Batar, Goteborg, who incorporates the Penta-Aqua- 
matic unit. This combination of Volvo inboard engine with 
swing-up outboard propeller gives four cycle inboard econ- 
omy plus easy trailering. The engine develops 80 horse- 
power and the boats can make 32 knots 

Knud Reimers has just designed the first class of fiber- 
glass cruising sailboats, about 28 feet long overall, sleeping 
four, with optional auxiliary power. Mr. Reimers’ address 
is 11 Hedinsgatan, Stockholm 

Aircooled two cycle outboard engines in 3, 442 and 8 
horsepower are made by Crecent N.V.-Marin. You can 
write them at Kungsgatan, Stockholm. These outboards,

and the 22-25 horsepower Archimedes have fine reputa- 
tions. All are new models on the market 

The Albin Motor AB, Kristinehamn, Sweden, are famous 
manufacturers of engines and reversible propellers for 
pleasure and work boats. The propellers have a stream- 
lined hub with little drag and simple controls. They are 
cheaper than gearboxes and quieter. The Albin two cyl- 
inder 10 hp “Kadett” is one of the best engines made any- 
where. Incidentally, one European horsepower equals 
several U. S. horsepower 

The newest boat in Sweden is an 80-foot commercial 
hydrofoil, locally built from Italian designs. Also, being 
considered seriously, is legislation enforcing powerboat 
operators to take an exam and have a minimum age limit. 

American manufacturers, exporters and importers inter- 
ested in the general Scandinavian market, should write 
EXPO-ORESUND, Helsingborg, Sweden. This is an inter- 
national trade fair group which provides exhibition space 
and representation at almost no cost, just to stir up business 
in Scandinavia. Boating is booming here, and the outlook 
is good for a long run of new activity. 
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NEW ZEALAND

ANUARY IS THE MIDDLE of the yachting season 

in New Zealand and also the high spot in the racing 

calendar with many national and interdominion con- 
tests usually held then. After a two to three week Christmas 
holiday cruise just finished, there’s a lot of work putting 
boats back in racing trim. 

Main interest this year is in the largest boating center and 
biggest city, Auckland (pop. 300,000), which will see the 
sturt of the ocean race across the Tasman Sea to Australia, 
1,200 miles over one of the toughest stretches of ocean in 
the world. Local starters will total about 15, averaging 
about 35 feet overall, and like most of New Zealand’s keel 
boat fleets, many will be amateur built and designed. The 
cream of the fleet will be coming over from Australia to 
compete and will be headed by Peter Warner’s 73-foot 
6-inch Fife designed stays’l schooner Ada and probably Vic 
Meyer's 65-foot steel cutter Solo (the “machine”), winner 
of last year’s Sydney-Hobart (the “southern Fastnet’) 
designed by Alan Payne, who is at present working on 
Australia’s America’s Cup challenger 

A few days after the start of the transTasman, Auckland 
will be holding her annual Anniversary Day regatta this 
year, signifying that the city is 120 years old. Always billed 
as the largest one-day regatta in the world (we'd like to 
know if it’s true or not), the starters average about 700 
sail, of all classes from the 7-foot trainers to the A class 
keelers. The A class is dominated annually by the 23-year- 
old Ranger, a 60-foot cutter, amateur designed and built 
and still brilliantly sailed by her owner-designer-builder 
Lou Tercel, now well into his 60's, and always with a crew 
of mad-keen youngsters. Even the advent a few seasons 
ago of the 63-foot Kahurangi, an Arthur Robb design to 
the 12-meter international cruiser/racer rule, didn’t shake 
Ranger’s superiority round-the-buoys or cruising. Inci- 
dentally, Arthur Robb, now living in England and generally 
recognized as one of the world’s leading yacht designers, is 
Auckland born and gained all his early experience on our 
harbor. It may seem strange, but although Robb is a local 
boy there are only two other boats to his design that I can 
recall—Aronui, a beautiful 43 x 29 x 10 foot 9 inch x 5 
foot 4 inch yawl, and a Princess class just launched. This 
is no reflection on Robb; it’s just that in a country with very 
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few naval architects, the local builders like to design their 
own boats. Offhand I can think of only two other promi- 
nent overseas designed boats, both 41-foot O.A. racing 
sloops, one by McGruer of Scotland and one by Sperkman 
and Stephens, although there are a few American and Eng- 
lish designs among the smaller keel boat classes 

In centerboard racing, two teams competed in return 
bouts in Australia recently; twelve Auckland 12-footers in 
an unrestricted 12-foot Australasian Championship (won 
in Auckland last time by a 12-foot catamaran—so the rules 
now say single-hulled craft only), and a team of four 18- 
footers contesting the World’s 18-foot Championship, so 
labeled hopefully when inaugurated about 23 years ago, 
but the only other entrant has been from Fiji occasionally. 
At present held by an Auckland yacht, it is also sailed in 
unrestricted boats, unrestricted that is until one too radical 
comes along and upsets the status quo, when rules are 
applied banning it! At present an average 18-footer is still 
an open boat carrying 400—S00 square feet in working rig 
boosted to 2,000 off the wind with ring tails and masthead 
kites, and with six of a crew in a breeze, five of them on 
trapezes 

Centerboard yachting doesn’t know where it is going at 
the moment in New Zealand. It had been largely based on 
open or loosely restricted classes until 1956 when Peter 
Mander and Jack Cropp won us the Olympic Gold Medals 
in the two-man centerboard class. There was a sudden 
interest in one-design or closely restricted international and 
Olympic classes, further stimulated when Geoff Smale and 
Ralph Roberts from Auckland won the Prince of Wales 
Cup, the virtual world championship for International 14’s, 
in England in 1958. However, although favorites for the 
title, New Zealand finished only eighth in the Flying Dutch- 
men at Naples Olympics last year, and now the few top 
contenders, the only ones stili persisting with the interna- 
tional classes, are left with practically no competition. Again 
we'll have to turn to Australia, also disappointed at Naples, 
and an annual interdominion contest in Flying Dutchmen 
and Finns may be inaugurated about April 

In speedboating, the two chief events being held in Auck- 
land Province about now are the Griffith Cup and Masport 
Cup, the Australasian and New Zealand Unlimited speed- 
boat championships respectively, are both held by New 
Zealand boats. Favorite for both trophies is Bill Stephen- 
son’s Mystic Miss, a three point hydro, powered with a 
V1i2 Ferrari which set an Australian and New Zealand un- 
limited speed record of 116 mph two years ago, although 
Jock Appleton’s Chev-Corvette-engined Manta is present 
holder of the Masport 

In spite of supply difficulty with big American outboards 
(import restrictions Owing to adverse trade balance the 
politicians say, but they’re not boating men), the O.B.C. 
(N. Z.), now four years old, has 400 boats on its register 
in Auckland and has just held a boat show with 40 of its 
stars; all sizes and shapes of trailer boats up to 23 feet, in- 
cluding a Power Cat (American—Nielson design), sea 
sleds, and some jet driven—the Hamilton jet being a New 
Zealand invention. Again, many are amateur designed and 
built but the finish leaves nothing to be desired. Most are 
sheet plywood, New Zealand is too small a country to justify 
stock boat building on any scale and there are only two 
new firms tentatively turning out small numbers of standard 
fiberglass runabouts 

Our good fleets of motor yachts confine their activities 
largely to coastal cruising or big game fishing, particularly 
in Zane Grey’s favorite spot, off the Bay of Islands in North 
Auckland 

Where do we go from here? So far New Zealand boat- 
ing has felt that it has kept up with the world, but the 
increasing use of plastics and metal overseas makes us won- 
der. We're too small a country to support large run boat- 
building, particularly in big yachts, and importing boats or

even shells is prohibitively costly. Will we still be turning 
out our traditional wooden ships in backyards and boat 
yards when the rest of the world regards a wooden boat as 
a curiosity? 


AUSTRALIA

NCOURAGED BY THE EASING of import restric- 
tions, the availability of large American outboards, the 
local investment of millions of pounds of capital, and 
spurred by our challenge for the America’s Cup, Australians 
have responded to produce the greatest boom in boating 

this country has ever seen. 

The sudden surge of people to our fine watersvays is tak- 
ing many forms. Outboard boating is perhaps finding the 
greatest following and roads are jammed at weekends with 
trailer boats heading for the picturesque waters of our 
streams and lakes, which are generously sprinkled through- 
out the land. Family boating is the byword that has caught 
John Citizen’s imagination and thousands of families will 
have their first taste of boating fun during this summer. 

Water skiing is another side of boating that has attracted 
thousands of new admirers, so much so that stringent regu- 
lations have been imposed by marine authorities to control 
this activity. Ski boats, drivers and skiers now have to reg- 
ister and obtain a license before participating, and many 
waterways are closed for skiers while others are given over 
entirely to this pastime. The last twelve months have been 
marred by a number of nasty boating accidents involving 
some deaths and it is likely that safety measures will shortly 
be implemented in an effort to avoid similar occurrences in 
the future. Officials are frankly concerned that persons, un- 
trained in seamanship and the courtesies of the water can, 
for a small deposit, purchase an outfit capable of high 
speeds which may become a lethal weapon in their hands. 
It is a Worrying thought at that. 

In the racing field, it is expected that many speed records 
will be broken this season. The unlimited record stands at 
118.670 mph and it is confidently expected that this record 
will go during the season. The outboard record stands at 
76.089 mph and it is likely that this will be raised to well 
over 80 mph next Easter. A persistent rumor is that a Gold 
Cup boat may be shipped out here to contest the Griffith’s 
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Cup, the Australasian unlimited championship which is 
currently held by New Zealand. 

In yachting too, a new note of enthusiasm can be noticed 
The 12-meter Vim is racing and training on Sydney Harbor 
ind the basis of a good crew is already established. The 
syndicate headed by Sir Frank Packer has been trying new 
blood all winter and the results can now be noticed by Vim's 
much improved performance in early races this summer 
Several young crew members have been selected from our 
open boat classes and it seems that our challenging crew 
vill be young and tough rather than older and wiser, though 

wily old tacticians can be noticed in the afterguard 

Progress with our proposed challenger is a little behind

GREAT BRITAIN 


By Group Captain E. F. Haylock 
Editor of Yachting World 

E HAVE WON NO MEDALS, that is, at the 

Olympic regatta at Naples, but that neither means 

that British yachting is on the decline, nor does it 
mean that British yachtsmen are effete. Quite the con- 
trary; yachting over here is experiencing something of a 
boom, particularly in small boats. The National Boat Show, 
started only seven years ago, may well have contributed to 
it. Small boat racing, starting from negligible proportions 
after the war, has risen to the position of something like a 
national recreation, with classes running into thousands of 
boats. The dinghy racing fixture list is so big that it offers 
wide choice of events throughout the season, as well as 
frostbite racing throughout the winter 

During the last two or three years, in fact, since import 
restrictions were lifted on high-powered American outboard 
motors, there has been a great upsurge of interest in small 
fast runabouts, many of which, driven by people with little 
marine experience, have aroused the ire of the dyed-in- 
the-wool yachtsmen. 

In keel boats, Britain has little to offer by way of class 
racing, except in the Dragons which are the most popular 
Six-meters are dead and the 5.5’s moribund, but there has 
been, as a result of a challenge for the America’s Cup, a 
resuscitation of the 12-meter Class this year, although our 
last challenger, Sceptre, is the only modern twelve racing 
throughout the season. While on the subject of the 
America’s Cup, the next challenge has been made by 
Australia in 1962 with Britain taking on the winner the 
following year. In consequence, a great deal of experiment 
and research in yacht design is going on. The Red Duste 
Syndicate is the most active with Tony Boydon’s as second 
string. Two other syndicates are reported to have been 
formed but do not yet seem to have gotten very far. 

Round the buoys racing at regattas is mainly among 
cruising Or ocean racing yachts. They are all much the 
same, handicapping being based on the Royal Ocean Racing 
Club’s rule of rating and measurement 

Offshore racing is particularly virile. It seems well suited 
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to the British temperament and, not only every year is there 
a full program of races under the auspices of the Royal 
Ocean Racing Club, but a very large number of shorter 
passage races organized by clubs round the coast. This 
sport has developed a fine type of yacht. 

In the past, the Royal Ocean Racing Club’s rule, unlike 
that of the Cruising Club of America, tended to produce a 
short ended yacht rather on the narrow side, but in recent 
years the tendency has been towards more beam, more 
shapely hulls and normal sheers. This is partly due to an 
alteration in the rule, and the modern British ocean racer 
is a fine vessel capable of going anywhere. Rather on the 
small side, she is seldom more than 30 feet on the waterline 
or 35 feet in overall length. Centerboard yachts are rare 
and the sail area is inclined to be rather less than that of an 
equivalent American yacht, Yawls are becoming more pop- 
ular, but the traditional British sloop or cutter rig is still 
the most popular. Glass fiber construction is little favored. 

Motor yachting makes little progress and few boats are 
built, while the express cruiser so popular in the ‘United 
States 1s a rarity 

Yachting in Britain is a lusty, healthy sport and if we do 
not throw up winners in international racing, our cruising 
yachts and ocean racers do get arcund to no mean tune. 
Belmore, for instance, a mere 36-footer, did, after all, finish 
second in the New York/Bermuda race. 


CANADA

F YOU VISIT CANADA this year with your power 

boat, whether or not you will have to obtain an opera- 

tor’s license, or “certificate of competency” as they call 

it, at your border crossing point, is the number one question 

to which only Canada’s Department of Transport holds 
the answer. 

Every November, the Department of Transport holds a 
Small Boat Safety Conference of one day’s duration in 
Ottawa. This is attended by yachting and boating organi- 
zations, cottagers’ associations, trade associations, law en- 
forcement agencies, groups interested in public safety, and 
the tourist industry. At the 1960 Conference the meeting 
split on the question of licensing operators of power boats 
with the anti-licensing groups winning a respite by a 
majority vote 
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As the Department of Transport, however, only accepts 
such recommendations from the Conference for considera- 
tion, they are not bound to grant this delay on licensing 
asked for and authorized by the majority vote at the Con- 
ference, especially as there are pressure groups attempting 
to influence the Department’s actions on this controversial 
question. 

While there has been a voluntary marking in Canada of 
outboard craft with a plate showing maximum safe load 
and power, according to a formula devised by a joint com- 
mittee of the Department of Transport and the Canadian 
Boating Federation, the Canadian Parliament will be asked 
to pass legislation this session to make the carrying of this 
plate compulsory for all boats in Canadian waters. This 
will apply to boats imported into Canada as well as those 
built in the country 

Trends in Canadian boat building are undoubtedly being 
influenced by American designs and new materials. The 
once very popular cedar-strip construction for outboard 
boats which was almost exclusive with Canadian boat 
builders, is being relegated to a secondary position in the 
1961 models of outboard craft from Canadian plants. 

Although Canada remains United States’ best customer 
for small boats, there are 35,000 small boats being produced 
annually in Canadian plants, and many of these are pro- 
ducing either on license or by subsidiary companies plastic 
and aluminum boats of leading United States manufacturers. 

U. S. boat builders’ continuing interest in establishing 
Canadian production is seen in the announced plan of the 
American Boat Building Corporation of Rhode Island to 
acquire the plant and equipment of the Industrial Shipping 
Co. of Mahone Bay, N. S., which has produced for many 
years molded plywood outboard and sailing craft for 
Canadian and world markets. 

In the outboard motor field, Johnson, Evinrude, Gale, 
West Bend and Scott are produced in plants of Canadian

subsidiaries. Their 1960 production plus imported motors 
from U. S. plants went over 50,000 units. 

Now that Canada has produced a super Unlimited Class 
hydroplane, Miss Supertest 11], winner two years in a row 
of the famous Harmsworth Trophy, there is much specula- 
tion whether the U. S. or any other country for that matter 
will challenge Canada to a race in 1961 for what is regarded 
as the world’s championship of motor boating. Whatever 
comes in the way of a challenge, Miss Supertest II will not 
be raced in general Unlimited Class competition but will 
be “moth-balled” to await any challenge forthcoming. 

From the Canadian Boating Federation comes the word 
that they have applied to the Union of International Motor- 
boating for permission to stage a race in Canada for the 
international John Ward (outboard) Trophy in 1961. .Out- 
board hydroplanes of Class C only are eligible to race for 
the trophy, but any contest for the John Ward Trophy 
would be supplemented by a complete card of international 
events for outboard racers, 

As for the America’s Cup, it would appear that Canada 
has forsaken her dominating position in the yachting field 
in favor of her sister dominion Australia, who has already 
made a commitment to race for this famous yachting 
trophy. No one, or group, in Canada seems to have any 
interest at the moment in financing the building of an 
America’s Cup contender. — G

When you consider that Russia is almost three 
times the size of the United States, you can well imagine 
that the famed Volga is just one of many waterways where

In the old days, yachting and speedboating were chiefly 
confined to the maritime regions: the Baltic, the Black Sea, 
the Caspian Sea, and the Pacific Ocean. The Black Sea 
area has a Mediterranean climate where winters are gen- 
erally mild and rainy, and the summers dry and rainless. 
Such a climate invites boating around the calendar. Re- 
cently, with creation of large reservoirs and artificial seas, 
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boating has been made possible in waters around Moscow. 
There are many reservoirs storing water for commercial 
use, but boating is not permitted on those constructed to 
conserve water for personal consumption. Use of outboard 
motors is increasing rapidly in Russia, especially in the 
European section. 

Organized boating is conducted in a different manner 
than in this country. There are no private yacht clubs. 
[he government provides “Boating Stations” that are 
widely distributed throughout the Soviet Union. Almost 
every park in a town has a Boating Station, and there are 
such stations on lakes, ponds and rivers outside the towns. 
At these, rowboats and motor boats may be rented for less 
than a ruble an hour. Presently a ruble is worth about one 
dollar. 

In Russia, you are more likely to take a water tour than 
an automobile tour, and boating tourist clubs have their

Also, many of the boating stations have sailing 
sections. The opening of the season races on the Klyazma 
Reservoir near Moscow last year attracted 333 yachtsmen 
and 160 boats. Performance of Soviet yachtsmen in in- 
ternational competition had been relatively poor, until the 
spectacular success of Timir Pinegin in winning the Star 
class Gold Medal in the recent Olympics. — G

For an eve- 
ning’s good entertainment and eating, places like El Gui 
and Stromboli near Fajardo, and the Rayito del Sol on the 
Las Croabas beachfront, are currently charming not only 
visitors but those who live here 

In this fine climate, restaurants in the country have a 
roof but no walls—hence a magnificent view. Live guitar 
music or juke-box dancing to Latin rhythms plus inexpen- 
sive but delicious Puerto Rican rum are attractions. Cost 
of a long evening, including a pint of rum, heaping servings 
of chicken and rice, and all the mambo-dancing one can 
Safery stand, is about $6.50 for two. 

Near Las Croabas (where the waters are government- 
owned and the mooring is free) an enterprising former 
Miamian named Frank Bragg has just finished building the 
“Seven Seas,” complete with a bar, outdoor dance patio, 
ramp for boats, and a full line of tackle and other aquatic 
equipment available. Puerto Ricans are flocking to it, and 
smart stateside tourists who want to go off-trail and have

VIEQUES ISLAND 


About an hour offshore from Fajardo, the island of 
Vieques is feeling the hand of expansion. Formerly dedi- 
cated to some farming, a little cattle raising, and a lot of 
Navy and Marine maneuvers, Vieques will be the site of a 
new development designed to lure yachtsmen and well- 
heeled homebuilders to the area. The $16 million project 
calls for a hotel. a marina for 40 or 50 boats, and accom- 
modations on two miles of stunning beachfront resembling 
Acapulco’s fine lagoons. Right now a new accommodation 
for guests, “Frenchman’s House,” is open on Vieques. It 
can be reached by sailing into the harbor at the town of 
Isabela Segunda and being driven to the south coast from 
there. “Frenchman’s House” is a reconverted hacienda that 
once belonged to a wealthy 19th century planter. 

Nearby Culebra Island is essentially undeveloped, but 
it's a skindivers paradise, with fat langosta all over the 
easily accessible reefs. There is one small but adequate 
hotel on the island, and good places to anchor for reef 
fishing. 


CRUISING THE SOUTH COAST 


The south coast fishing village of La Parguera is a bit of 
the Riviera’s Cote d'Azur in Puerto Rico, at prices everyone 
can afford. The Villa La Parguera is the only place in town 
but its rates are moderate, accommodations most modern 
and air conditioned, the food excellent, and the Caribbean 
is at the doorstep. Parguera has long been noted for the 
“Phosphorescent Bay” that gleams at night as boats criss- 
cross its surface. But now a lively marina is in action as 
well in front of the hotel, with several boats available for 
charter. Among them are: 

The Blue Marlin, a sportfisherman with two 120 hp en- 
gines. It has three fighting chairs, rents for $60 a day, $35 
a half-day. The Herman, with two 85 hp engines, one fight- 
ing chair, that rents for $50 a day. In addition, there’s a 17- 
foot single-engine utility runabout used for fishing and water 
skiing, an 18-foot sailboat available for $20 a day, a 19-foot 
glass bottomed boat for reef sightseeing at $1.50 per per- 
son, a “drive it yourself” outboard glass-bottom boat that 
holds 4 people and rents for $2.50 an hour, and four out- 


board runabouts. Several small Frostbite dinghies are also 


being added to this collection. 

Fishing is good around Parguera—Blue and White Mar- 
lin, Dolphin, Tuna, Wahoo and King Mackerel abound. 
Along the reefs, Barracuda, Red Snapper, Grouper, Needle- 
fish, Albacore and Yellowjack are being taken from the 
waters. Marine railway facilities are available that can 
handle boats up to 40 feet, weighing 15 tons. Parguera’s 
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Sunrise, and Puerto Rican fishermen take up their traps 
The island is dotted with quaint fishing villages which can 
provide inexpensive lodgings and the best of native foods.

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harbor is well sheltered and can take boats up to a six-foot 
draft. Beacons and buoys are being installed. 

Running the La Parguera marina is one of Puerto Ricos 
most interesting sailors. His name is Hank Milstrey, and 
when he first came here he brought down a 60-foot stay- 
sail schooner all the way from New York, sailing it alone, 
and stopping off at Cuba, Haiti, the Dominican Republic 
along the way. He pulled into the west coast port of Maya- 
guez, heard about La Parguera, and decided to settle there. 
A restless, active man who loves boats and the water, he is 
a gold mine of south coast lore, knows the winds and tides 
and where the fish are, is well worth visiting and sailing 
with in these waters. Hank’s been on down the Wind- 
wards and Leewards as far as Martinique and knows every 
port and current along the way. 

Another south coast landmark is Ponce, Puerto Rico’s 
second largest city and the place where ships sailing the 
Spanish Main often put in with their booty from Mexico 
and South American ports. The high hill of El Vigia, over- 
looking Ponce, is the spot where Spaniards in breastplates 
and helmets once lit huge bonfires to guide their ships to 
shore. Now perched on the same hill is the big gleaming 
El Ponce Intercontinental Hotel, the south coast’s newest 
tourist attraction 

The Ponce Yacht Club is chiefly dedicated to sailing, 
since Caribbean waters are calmer than those on the north, 
or Atlantic, shore facing San Juan. The Ponce club has a 
drydock, and it can handle boats up to 75 feet long. There’s 
also a yacht anchorage on the Isla de Gatas, with room for 
30 or 40 boats. 

There are two fair-sized clubs west of San Juan, and 
when Sanjuaneros head that way, the clubs participate in 
round-the-island tours held by Nautico or Cangrejos. A 
weekend tour would take the group around the island to 
Ponce. There the group anchors, flies back to San Juan 
(20 minutes, $6) for the week’s work, then flies back the 
next weekend to continue the junket around the island. 

The Arecibo club, 50 miles west of San Juan, can handle 
vessels up to 34 feet long, but has no repair facilities yet. 
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The waterfront at the little fishing village of Las Groabas, 
is only an hour’s drive from San Juan. Locally built boats 
now sharing moorings with stateside American yachts.

ROUGH WATER continued 
cool and objective when you encounter rough water. An 
educated “Coast Guard type” appraisal of your situation 
should lead you to a safe harbor 

The term “rough water” is relative, since a fair-weather 
sailor on an inland waterway and an offshore doryman look 
t the sea through different eyes. Regardless, when the 
breeze is huffing and the going becomes difficult, your boat 


will behave according to its length and construction, the 











way she’s trimmed or loaded, and the nature of the water. 
Long Island’s sheltered Great South Bay is an extremely 
rough place to sail in a moderate blow because it’s big and 
shallow—you face a steep wind sea with crumbling crests 
since the depth of the water is insufficient to permit the 
combers to assume their natural form. The identical breeze 
offshore would cause moderate waves without whitecaps. 
Lesson? By intelligently using your charts beforehand, you 
can likely prophesy sea conditions. Equate the breeze 
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against windbreaks in the form of cliffs or other land con- 
tours. Check water depth and current strength; add the 
three fsctors together 

Let’s suppose you're under way under uncomfortable 
conditions. The sky is grey, wind is moaning through the 
rigging, and scud is flying off the breakers and over your 
superstructure. ‘You must reduce speed to avoid shipping 
seas as well as damaging either hull or machinery due to 
“racing” of the screw when she lifts clear of the water. It is 
possible to swamp a boat by driving her too fast, and she 
may pound forward with the impact of the bow against the 
water, especially if the trim is poor. In a head sea, a boat 
with too much weight forward will plunge into the waves- 
too much weight aft will cause her to fall off. Slow down 
sufficiently to give the bow time to rise as she meets the 
breakers rather than driving her into them. Driving dead 
ahead with the throttle open invites disaster. You can make 
fair speed by careful nursing, spotting the steep-sided seas 
coming in, and slowing or even stopping momentarily for 
the big ones. Assuming that the helmsman has fair visibility 
ahead and some practical heavy-weather experience under 
his belt, the boat will arrive safely at her destination. 

You can cause more comfortable riding conditions in 
rough water by heading slightly off course, taking the sea 
a few points off the bow instead of head-on. If the compass 
course is such that you’re running in the trough with the 
wind striking the hull broadside as well as the breakers. it 
may be wise to resort to a series of tacks similar to those 
employed by a sailboat. Let the gale blow first directly on 
the bow, then broad on the quarter, running a zig-zag course 
that eventually brings you to your home mooring but allows 
you to ride the trough only long enough to make a turn. 

Operating an inboard cruiser, allow her to lose headway 
in either direction, throw the wheel hard over, and then

suddenly apply power when making a turn. In this manner, 
a powerful stream from the propeller striking the rudder 
will kick the stern to port or starboard quickly before the 
hull itself has a chance to make forward way. This type of 
maneuver is useful when you wish to minimize the danger 
of broaching (swamping sideways to the sea) as well as 
navigating in close quarters. 

When you're trying to make headway with a following 
sea pushing directly on your transom, the weather may get 
heavy enough to throw you sideways off course, causing 
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the name that means the best 
in marine instruments!

yawing. This occurs when you rush down the slope of a 
comber, stern high on the crest, bow low in the trough, and 
the propeller and rudder leave the water, with the prop 
losing its bite and racing. You can hear as well as feel the 
breaker taking charge of the stern, pushing you sideways. 
To avoid this potential danger, reduce speed to allow the 
combers to pass underneath. When running before a fol- 
lowing sea, adjust the trim for the individual characteristics 
of your boat. Weights aft will reduce her tendency to yaw 
but too much weight there may allow the craft to be pooped 
by a following sea. Reducing your engine speed minimizes 
motor strain caused alternately when laboring deep down 
before an overtaking sea, and racing as the bow dips and 
the propeller comes out at the crest. 

In emergencies, you can tow a heavy line astern (taking 
care to keep it clear of your propeller), tow a sea anchor, or 
put an ordinary galvanized pail on the end of a length of 
rope—thus reducing your speed while increasing your sta- 
bility aft. Strangely, these operations are more likely to 
come in handy cruising through the steep wind seas of lakes 
and shallow bays than in deeper water offshore. Shoals 
make wheel handling difficult and reduced speed imperative 
under following sea conditions. Too much speed down a 
comber might conceivably cause you to pitchpole—driving 
the bow under in the trough, tripping you forward while 
the successive comber hurls your stern end-over-end. The 
Coast Guard has designed a watertight, compartmented 
whaleboat known to survive and right herself after pitch- 
poling through the surf but this reporter has never heard 
of any other small boat surviving such an action 

A small craft navigated by a seasoned sailor who knows 
enough to “read the water,” can be a safer vessel than a 
large yacht skippered by a novice. As a good example, 
let’s suppose we're coming into a strange inlet from the 
offshore side, attempting to pick our way through either 
an unbuoyed or an untrustworthy channel. When offshore 
breakers approach shoal water inshore, they build up due 
to bottom resistance. In the confused melee of white froth 
found over a bar at the entryway to a natural inlet on a 
sandy beach not protected by a breakwater, you'll be able 
to see the best channel by its smooth appearance—the 
absence of breakers. Where the seas continue to roll 
through the inlet without combing, there’s sufficient water 
underneath to prevent them from breaking white. There is 
more force and more destructive power in these rolling seas 
than the worst white water—where there is obviously less 
depth—for a comber expends most of its latent push once 
it breaks. What does this mean to you as helmsman? Pick 
your way through the smooth water entering an inlet, but 
expect the seas to be strong behind your stern. Take them 
slightly off the quarter if practical—at reduced speed as 
they build up under your transom. If you have sufficient 
power and are sure of the passage ahead, it is possible to 
ride the crest through to calmer water. If you can’t obtain 
a local pilot or follow a native through, stand off and watch 
the wave action, making your run after the biggest sea of a 
group (usually three waves or a succession of three waves) 
has broken and spent itself. 

On shallow rivers and small inland lakes, unnavigable 
water is often indicated by its glassy smoothness in contrast 
to the rippled surface of deeper areas. Running a light- 
weight aluminum skiff through the rapids of the Connecticut 
River below Enfield Dam or the Susquehanna below the 
Conowingo Dam, smallboat fishermen have learned that 
riffles and turbulence means hull-creasing rocks close to the 
surface; fast-moving smooth water means a channel. In 
short, conditions vary according to land and sea topography. 
Things you learn offshore don’t necessarily apply shooting 
a river rapid, and methods used with a twin-engine cruiser 
may not be identical to the seamanship demanded of an out- 


board skiff. — G

HE MFG North East Hardtop is. designated by its build- 

ers, The Molded Fiber Glass Boat Company, Union 
City, Pa., as their 17-foot model. Though there is still a 
lack of standardization in the boat industry concerning 
accurate description of boat lengths, the trend of late, 
and we believe a fortunate one, is toward referring to 
length as that measurement from bow to stern along the 
centerline of the hull. The MFG North East has a center- 
line length, i.e., length-over-all, of 16'6” and a gunwale 
length of 17’8”.

Flotation used in the MFG is a solid foam type, more 
than ample to support the boat, engine, a normal passenger 
load and a normal complement of gear. 

The MFG rates an excellent for Comfort. Much of the 
testing was done on the open bay with a strong breeze 
and approximately an 18” chop. With two aboard and with 
an operating range from mid to full throttle settings, the 
boat did not pound excessively, so neither my test com- 
panion nor I were uncomfortable. A 20-foot wood lap- 
strake hull carried Russ Homan, our photographer. Both 
he and the driver of his boat reported extreme discom- 
fort in matching our pace. 

The MFG was exceptionally dry, and even while quar- 
tering into the wind took nothing but a light spray into the 
stern-most portion of the cockpit. The convertible seats 
are comfortably padded and the seat angle is such that 
neither driver nor passenger tired. I feel that the designers 
of the hull have worked out a successful compromise be- 
tween responsive performance, a good turn of top speed, 
and an ability to ride with comfort in as rough water as 
any 17-foot outboard hull should be subjected to. 

In the Adaptability category we gave the North East an 
rating. With her convertible back-to-back seats 
she can sleep two with reasonable comfort, or carry a 
cruising party of four.

Features that might have boosted her into a_ higher 
bracket rating in adaptability such as built-in storage areas, 
fixtures to secure battery or fuel tanks, were missing.

In the Durability classification, the North East came 
through with an excellent rating. The matched die mold- 
ing process all but precludes any chance of delamination.

At least a half a dozen fiberglass run- 
abouts had been dashed against a bulkhead and subjected 
to a pounding by high winds and lashing waters for hours. 
One of MFG’s 17’ Edinboro models, the same basic hull 
as the North East, was among these. It fared far better 
than any of the competitive fiberglass hulls subjected to 
the same beating. In fact, aside from a smashed wind- 
shield and a broken section of the sheer line, the pound- 
ing had done no more than superficial cosmetic damage.

There was no question in my mind that these hulls can 
stand a rugged beating and will come close to living up to 
the superlatives used by fiberglass manufacturers in ex- 
toling reinforced fiberglass plastic hulls. 

In addition to the matched die hull form, the MFG is 
claimed to gain added rigidity and strength from a molded 
in 3” aluminum keelson and a pair of 2” aluminum bilge 
keelsons. Since the aluminum does not absorb moisture as 
would wood, there is little likelihood of delamination due 
to swelling or rotting, though some fiberglass builders 
claim that there is a different rate of expansion and con- 
traction with change in temperature which could intro- 
duce shear stresses. We won't get into this argument 
other than to say that in checking with a relatively large 
number of MFG owners, we have had no reports of any 
problems arising from this method of stressing. 

We feel that the North East is above-average in Styling. 

There was a time not many years back when this could 
not be said of an MFG. Its builders then used a fiberglass 
ribbing introduced in much the same manner as ribs on a 
wood lapstrake hull; this gave an unsightly taffy-like look 
to the interior of the boat. By contrast to these earlier 
versions, the North East Hardtop has a cleanly finished 
interior. I would prefer to see the cockpit flush covering 
completely molded in. However, a neat flexible gasketing 
conceals the joint where plywood floorboards meet the sides 
of the hull at the chine line. 

The hardtop is a beautifully molded piece with the under 
side cleanly finished off, instead of having a crude pasted 
on-burlap appearance finish as is often the case. As I men- 
tioned, this hardtop can easily be removed in a matter of 
minutes by one person. There are two drop-forged clips 
securing either side of the rear of the canopy. Three clips 
fitted with wing nuts are used to fasten the front of the 
canopy to the windshield. Though the canopy is easily re- 
moved, two of us struggled with it for nearly 15 minutes 
before we were able to properly position the canopy when 
we replaced it. If clips similar to those used at the trailing 
edge or similar well thought-out hardware were to be added 
to the fore part of the canopy, the replacement operation 
would be considerably simplified. I felt, too, that “some 
better form of securing could be used for the neat and 
comfortable back-to-back seats that convert into sunbathing 
lounges or bunks. 

A small but important bonus in styling was the absence 
of any cleats for securing fenders along the cockpit side 
Instead, the sheer capping is provided with a pair of chrome 
over brass grommets fitted with heavy non-ferrous spring- 
clips. The poly-foam fenders have a nylon shaped plug 
somewhat smaller than a clothespin, secured to the line 
The plug snaps into position simply to hold the fenders.

freeing the sheer coaming of extraneous hardware. The 
sheer fittings and the fenders are a stock item produced by 


N. A. Taylor Co. Though simple in concept they add to the 


styling of the boat, and incidentally may be applied easily 
to any outboard or inboard. The mooring cleats and chocks 
are heavy-duty and will take reasonably sized lines. 

MFG has managed to give a lapstrake form, which has 
never been noteworthy for sleek appearance, a look of 
gracefulness and fleetness at all times except when at rest. 
When the North East is not underway, her rather fine bow 
allows the hull to sit a bit nose down in the water even with 
the potent Mercury powerplant hung on her transom. 

We considered the Performance of the North East above- 
average with the power with which she was fitted. In cur- 


rent MFG literature furnished me by the factory, no men 
tion is made of maximum power, though when the hull 
was originally designed, she was held to be capable of 
handling up to a maximum of 100 horsepower. There’s no 
question but that the MFG would perform in a very 
sprightly manner with a pair of 50’s. However, she’d do 
this without my sanction, for I felt that with the 70 hp we 
used, she'd about reached her maximum. With this power 
in a tight turn, she had a tendency to begin to bury her bow 
and rear her stern. Without close attention, she would spin 
out. Don’t feel that by this that I am suggesting that the 
North East is to be considered in any respect an unsafe 
boat with the application of proper power. To the con 
trary, she is very responsive, did not show any tendency to 
cavitate, skid, trip or wallow with the 70 hp Merc. But 
every boat design has a limit to the power that should be 
safely applied for all-around use. I felt that with the thrust 
of 70 hp, the North East had about reached her limit. 

In quartering waves and the wake of other craft, even at 
full speed, she had little tendency to veer. After skipping 
over a wake and returning to the water, she was again free 
from any skitterish qualities. 

With two aboard at 5800 rpm, she owed: a calibrated 
Aqua Meter reading of 35.5 mph with the passenger occu- 
pying the front seat, and a maximum of 36 mph with the 
passenger moved all the way aft. Water conditions made 
little difference in her top speed, for she runs lightly in 
smooth water, and the altered clockings caused a mere 
bobbling of the needle 4% mph better in the chop of the bay 

During acceleration trials she moved from idle to 5800 


rpm in 43.2 seconds and idle to 4000 rpm in 22.5 seconds 

My overall impression of the boat was that she was an 
exceptionally good value, will serve many purposes well, 
and is a boat of which any owner rightly can be proud. 
She will require the barest minimum of maintenance and 
should keep her useful crisp appearance through long hard 


service. — .G

from their father, shell builder for Eton College, England. 

Their grandfather, it’s said, built the first ‘“keelless” boat 
in the British racing tradition. It was a flimsy craft, that 
first departure from the lapstrake custom of a century ago. 
With its smooth skin and limber frame it was aimed at 
traditional one-race use; a toy for the gentry to try on the 
Thames and then—in victory—to saw into trophy-length 
sections so each oarsman could possess his own slide and 
section of shell as souvenirs. 

The Pocock tradition set another mark when the father 
of George and Dick once met a race deadline by fabricat- 
ing an eight-oar shell in ten days, singlehanded, from whip- 
sawing the wafer-thin planking to rubbing down the final 
coat of varnish. 

When the brothers apprenticed as journeymen shell 
builders, they also learned at their father’s hand the sport 
of sculling. With his coaching they aspired to the crown- 
ing .competition between professional scullers, the Dog- 
gett’s Coat and Badge. In 1909 Dick won the big event. 
In the following year, it was their father’s dream, George 
would win the coveted crest for the victor’s blazer. 

Between competitive seasons the young Pococks set out 
for the New World, to Canada’s far west. Canada was a 
land which had brought such names as Hanlon and Dur- 
nan to sculling, and the two sons of the Eton Shell builder, 
raised in a realm of rowing, were in for shocking contrasts 
to life along the Thames

Crew sport was confined to a few clubs along the Pacific 
Coast, but from Seattle the University of Washington was 
beginning to spread its rowing tradition across the land. The 
Pocock brothers decided to earn some of the New World’s 
wealth and then go back to Eton so that George could 
complete his part of the family tradition in the Doggett’s 

They noticed, in passing, that rowing waters of the 
American west were open and infested with drift, some of 
it bigger than an eight-oar shell. In England, a fuel-hungry 
populace kept rivers swept clean of twigs. America had no

scenes to match Henley on the Thames where crew sport 
drew colorful throngs of distinguished patrons, and row- 
ing coaches rode bicycles or horses along the shore abreast 
of their crews. 

[The rowing club at Vancouver, in contrast, faced on 
Coal Harbor, a sheltered but active portion of the city’s 
saltwater port. The men who rowed in this rougher water 
were bigger than even the professionals of English rowing, 
among whom the Pocock brothers were men of good 
stature 

With just a passing glance at these highlights of crew 
sport, the young Pococks found jobs working at their 
woodworking craft. Schooled in use of hand tools they 
were surprised by the emphasis on power machinery in 
the New World. A duel with one of those machines, in 
fact, was the turning point which kept George Pocock from 
the Doggett’s, but gave American rowing much of the im- 
petus which has brought it to its present stature. George 
lost the last two fingers on his right hand, and although at 
69 he still goes for a scull in his single when he needs to 
clear the cobwebs from his mind, he never again attempted 
professional competition. 

At this turning point George and Dick decided to remain 
in Canada. By 1912, two years later, their presence was 
widely known in West Coast rowing circles. Their fame 
as part-time shell builders became identified with the Uni- 
versity of Washington when the first shell with the Pocock 
label was delivered to the Washington Huskies for $650. 
The 1912 price of a model T Ford was $280 

That shell and all others they built for the next 15 
years were made of the same Honduras cedar their father 
and grandfather had used. All good racing shells and 


cigar boxes were made of that aromatic wood. It was even 
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Pocock shells glide past residential mooring on Lake 
Washington during an early morning workout— 
actually a race between three varsity crews. 


said in British racing circles that the crown had colonized 
Honduras for that wood and mahogany. 

Not only was the Honduras cedar too expensive for 
boats in the American market, it became increasingly dif- 
ficult to obtain material from sufficiently large logs to in- 
sure straight grain, so necessary for strength in a craft with 
an eighth-inch skin. By 1927 the Pococks became con- 
vinced that the giant western red cedar, native to the 
Pacific Northwest, along with the pale Alaska cedar, were 
far better for shell building than the Honduras. Since that 
day loggers in Washington and British Columbia have been 
aware of the special needs of the Pococks. Most of the 
present supply comes from the primeval timber stands in 
the heart of Vancouver Island. 

Curved over ribs and shoulders of ash—sinewtough ash 
from northern Pennsylvania—the red cedar made a beau- 
tiful and durable hull. With washboards of Alaska cedar 
around the cockpit and doped silk drumhead-tight over 
the fore and aft decks, they had a racing craft destined to 
become the American standard. 

In a region where rowing was new, the Pococks did not 
experience too much difficulty in using radically new ma- 
terial, although crew sport did not normally encourage 
changes

SO years. “They don’t accept change without careful test. 
But many liked the red cedar hull at the outset. Only Har- 
vard didn’t take to it at once. They ordered their first one 
two years later and have used them ever since.” 

During ten years of part-time shell building the Pocock 
brothers sent their boats to rowing clubs at San Diego, 
California and Portland, Oregon to as far north as Prince 
Rupert, near the British Columbia-Alaska boundary. The 
University of California, powerful crew opponent since the 
dawn of the sport at Washington, bought several Pocock 
shells 

The real turning point in Pocock boat building and in- 
tercollegiate crewing came in 1922 when Ed Leader left 
Washington to become Yale crew coach. He induced Dick 
Pocock to come with him under: contract to be Yale's 
exclusive shell builder 

When Leader left the Huskies, his fellow alumni ap- 
proached another of Washington’s great oarsmen, Russell 
J. “Rusty” Callow, and urged upon him the job of varsity 
coach. Rusty was willing to take the berth on one condi- 
tion: George Pocock must come to the University as shell 
builder. 

George was willing to leave his job at Boeing Airplane 
Company, where he'd been fabricating spruce frames for 
flying boats, if the school would provide a shop and equip 
it. Rusty handled that part by going to friends of the sport 
in Seattle for the $6,000 needed, and Pocock made an 
agreement to build one shell a year and maintain the rest 
of the Husky fleet in return for the space 

“Perhaps if I'd had the same kind of a deal as Dick,” 
George surmises, “it would have all been different, but, 
you see, I had to scratch for it and had to get business 
from other schools and clubs.” 

One of the early boats George built for the Huskies after 
he became their official boat builder was fashioned with a 
skin of the yellow Alaska cedar. It’s a beautiful craft to 
this day, although two considerations ruled out continued 
use of the pale cedar: It swelled unduly when wet, and was 
too difficult to find in wide enough planks to guarantee 
Straight grained skin. The Huskies defeated California in 
1929 in that shell, the Pay Streak, and that’s glory enough 
for any boat. But that shell is in use today by the Green 
Lake Juniors, with future Huskies learning the sport in her 
slides 

[here are many more marks about the country support- 
ing the fact that George Pocock succeeded when he set 
out to build a durable shell. Fleets have now grown to 
where most schools can provide shells for their visiting 
opponents. The one-race shell of the British gentry’s taste 
proved to have disadvantages as well as advantages \ 
head wind is as disastrous to a light shell as a tail wind is 
beneficial. But a crew in a Pocock shell can win over a 
lighter crew in a lighter shell. Light shells almost stop 
dead between strokes in a head wind 

And the heavier Pocock shell only weighs 280 pounds in 
its 63 feet of length. It's capable of tough going in rough 
water with 1500 pounds of muscled man-power pulling at 
the sweeps. In its 30 years of expected life it will be called 
upon to cover 600 to 1.000 miles a year after its prime rac- 
ing seasons are over. It’s a rare Pocock shell that doesn't 
have around-the-world distance in its mileage potential 

The only boat known to have reached the end of its 
days was the first shell in which a Washington Husky 
crew won an IRA championship at Poughkeepsie on the 
Hudson. In neighborly fashion, the Huskies gave that shell 
to Oregon with the understanding that when her days were 
ended her bow would be sawed off and returned to the 
Husky shell house. It went on display among Husky cam- 
paign mementoes 33 years after Poughkeepsie

l WAS A SUNNY AFTERNOON, with the whole 
bay sparkling when my brother and I arrived at the 
launching ramp.

44@TS ALL VERY WELL,” said the Disgruntled By- 
stander whilst I was weaving my way round the 
States in Gemini, “for you people to go off cruising 
for months at a time. What would you do if you were like 
ordinary folks and could only go boating at weekends?” 
I thought of this when the trip was over and I was back 
in Miami being ordinary folks with boating rationed to 
weekends. For Bert, my husband, this is a normal if not 
an exactly welcomed state, and he was a pretty frustrated 
boatman during those months I was away. “No more of 
this single-handed stuff,” he pronounced at the finish, “we 
can't afford the phone bills,” which freely translated meant 
“I don’t see why you should have all the fun.” So there 
we were with the sea around us and only the weekend for 
sailing on it 
The prospect of romping around the local waters week- 
end after weekend did not appeal to us very much. Not 
that the local waters aren't perfectly delightful, but you 
know how it is—the same old jazz—so we decided to take 
a cruise On the instalment plan and work our way down 
the Florida Keys possibly to the Dry Tortugas, the inde- 
terminate bunch of islands way out in the Gulf of Mexico 
beyond Key West, taking the boat so far every weekend 
Key West is 170 miles from Miami, our home town, and 
the Tortugas are about 60 miles from Key West. Our idea 


was to leave Miami on a Friday night, lay the boat up 
wherever we found ourselves on Sunday night, make our 
way back to Miami by bus and drive down again to the boat 
the following Friday night. Over the weekend we would 
move a little further along the way, laying the boat up again 
on Sunday night, taking the bus back to where we had left 
the car, driving home, and down again to the boat the fol- 
lowing Friday and so until Key West. It promised to be 
an active operation, but after all, what’s fun that isn’t? 

We intended to live aboard, keep off the beaten track, 
and our plans adaptable so that we wouldn't miss anything 
exciting on account of having an inflexible program. To 
fit Gemini for the two of us to live aboard simply meant 
the reinstallation of the “upper berth” and larger cooking 
utensils. The upper berth is a standard fitting in the Glass 
Magic 17 ft. cruiser and is a canvas pipecot that folds back 
against the starboard side of the cabin when not in use. 
It is extremely comfortable to sleep on and does not get 
in the way when stowed. 

For various reasons we did not set out until the Sunday 
of our first weekend and it was blowing pretty smartly from 
the west. The radio prophesied a 30 mile nor’wester for the 
afternoon, but we reckoned we'd be in sheltered waters by 
Biscayne Bay and Card Sound, catching a few mackerel 
and blues to put a little gilt on the gingerbread of our 
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During the week Gemini is left moored at Jewfish 
Creek, ready for the weekend trip through Boggies.

cruise. In Barnes Sound the going became tiresomely slop- 
py so we said shucks and stopped at Gilbert’s Fishing Camp 
in Jewfish Creek to eat some of our fish. 

Now let this be a warning to you. If you are in a hurry 
don’t stop here. For you are likely to fall under the spell 
and never get away again. This is the Fishing Camp with 
everything. There’s an eight unit motel, two efficiency 
apartments, an excellent little restaurant, a bait and tackle 
shop, small boat basin, rental boats, a hoist, ramp and fine 
protected dockage for boats up to 80 ft. And there’s Pete, 
the peg-leg pelican who perches on an entrance marker 
and sneers at your catch when you bring it in, for even a 
one-legged pelican can outfish any two legged human. 

Gilbert’s Fishing Camp is a big time operation with 
small time friendliness. And it has the whitest fuel lines 
ever. It is directly on the Intracoastal Waterways, and of 
course you can move on from there southwards in a cir- 
cumspect manner through, as one might say, the usual 
channels—and miss all the fun—or you can go out through 
the “Boggies” and into another world. 

It was Hirry Gilbert, who owns the Fishing Camp, who 
put us on to this other world. He asked us if we had been 
in to the back country and when we said no and how'd 
you get there because it looks tough with all those-one-foot 
marks on the chart, Harry said there were channels and 
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regaled us with fascinating accounts of the bays, creeks, 
and lakes that lay so close to hand, of the islands, shallows 
and passes in Florida Bay, of the fabulous wild life that 
lived in the jungles at the water’s edge and of the wonder- 
ful fishing to be had, until our imaginations rioted and we 
could hardly bear to wait for the next weekend so that we 
could go out and see these things for ourselves. Harry 
marked our chart with stirring notations such as “large 
crocodile” (we saw it too) “eagle’s nest” “watch for 
roseate spoonbills,” and also with crosses to indicate mark- 
ers for various channels not shown on the chart. 

The actuality, I may say, exceeded our wildest dreams 
to the extent that after seven weekends we are still based at 
Jewfish Creek, quite unable to tear ourselves away, and if 
we never get down to the Dry Tortugas which seems highly 
probable, it will all be Harry’s fault for introducing us to 
some of the most absorbing and unusual cruising that either 
Bert or I have ever experienced. 

Florida Bay is the rainbow colored sea in the bight 
made by the south coast of Florida and the Florida Keys. 
It is very shallow, overlaid by extensive banks, and in the 
inner portion dotted with lovely little green islands. The 
bottom is mainly marl and the water takes on a milky 
opalescense when it is rough. The islands and peninsulas 
are mostly mangrove and buttonwood with stands of 
mixed hardwoods where the undergrowth is dense, knitted 
with vines, and varied enough to make a convincing jungle. 
Many of the islands and mainland shores are busy making 
beaches from the myriad tiny shells washed ashore, but 
really good sunbathing beaches won't be ready for a long 
time yet. The south coast of Florida from Cape Sable to 
where the U. S. 1 highway crosses over from the Mainland 
to Key Largo, is a wonderful corrugation of bays and 
inlets largely interconnected by creeks and lakes. It is a 
vast, wild, beautiful waterland, as unspoilt as in the days 
when the Spaniards first explored the area. A condition un- 
likely to change, praise be, for it is all part of the territory 
included in the Evergledes National Paik. It is a game 
preserve and a bird sanctuary where no hunting is allowed, 
and those with guns had better travel fast—and far and not 
come back again. Florida Bay has such a pristine look 
that we haven't the hezrt to so much as sink a coffee can 
in it, and we bring our gerbage back every weekend to dis- 
pose of in the ordinary way! 

To get into Florida Bay from Jewfish Creek you cross 
Blackwater Sound either in a sou’westerly direction via the 
Intracoastal Waterways and go out through Dusenbury 
Creek, Tarpon Bay and Buttonweod Sound, which as I said 
before is the civilized way to do it and brings you into 
the southern part of the Bay where you'll have plenty of 
company, or you can take a westerly course and go out 
through the “Boggies,” providing you can find the cut, and 
here you'll be pretty well on your own. Blackwater Sound 
is ringed around by dense mangrove islands through which 
there are two passes at the place called the “Boggies” on 
the chart (Nomenclature in these parts shows a distressing 
lack of inspiration). The entrance to the deep navigable 
pass is hard to discern, but it is just west of a shallow skiff 
type pass whose entrance is wide and easy to pick up. Yet 
another way into Florida Bay is by Blackwater Pass into 
Little Blackwater Sound, then through Long Sound Pass 
and out through lovely Rocky Creek which lies in the 
southwest corner of Long Sound. This is an interesting 
little run without complications, plainly marked on the 
chart, yet is so wild and lonely appearing despite the 
proximity of U. S. 1 running along the eastern edges of 
the Sounds, that one cannot help but feel the touch of Co- 
lumbus, and it makes a nice introduction to the kind of 
boating one Is in for.

The pioneer feeling is heightened as one drives farther 
westward, and if one moves sufficiently north into the back- 
vaters it will cease to be merely a feeling.

you are!) but by the way the trees dip on the skyline, the 
sway of weeds, and the flow of water. This last is a certain 
clue, for the streams flow very swiftly through the creeks 
and passes 

In the narrow confines of a winding waterway this can 
make downstream control of the boat somewhat tricky. 
The best way we've found to negotiate one of these nar- 
row creeks—and I mean narrow, with the boat touching 
on either side—is to put the top down, pull the motors up, 
then with one on the bow and one at the stern armed each 
with sculling oar and boathook, we pull and push our way 
along. The boat swings from side to side and bounces off 
the roots and branches at the bends and it is all a very lively 
procedure. Sometimes the stream is blocked by a fallen 
tree, too big to move or chop away, and we have to back all 
the way out again that’s life. Sometimes the creeks 
are just dark tunnels with the branches locked overhead 
and the leaves interlaced to form a dark canopy, and we 
get in a long way before we find it is too low for the boat 
even with the top down. and we have to back out again, 
but we never enter a new creek without a frisson of delight 
wondering where it will lead and what, we may find 

We like to tie up in one of these streams at night, for they 
always afford perfect protection and we can sleep undis- 
turbed no matter what the wind does, and it has been doing 
some pretty wild things of late. It is peaceful enough in the 
daytime in these waters, but the nighttime peace is in- 
credible. It is almost tangible, a great fundamental silence 
against which is superimposed a pattern of very small 
sounds, whisperings, whimperings, rustlings, creakings, and 
a bird with a call like a steamboat whistle 

At this time of year, March, we are not much troubled by 
mosquitoes, unless we go ashore and start hacking our way 
through the jungle. Then they appear in clouds. We spray 
ourselves with “Off” which certainly stops them from 
alighting but not from hovering round our heads howling 
with frustration and those needle-like decibels that are so 
curiously unnerving. Plenty of insect repellent is a standard 
part of our equipment now, as is a cutiass for the “impene- 
trable jungle” bit, and a long sculling oar for the places 
too shallow or too weedy to drive over

marked on the chart that are maintained privately and 
marked by small fingerposts which are remarkably hard 
to distinguish from mangrove shoots or herons from a dis- 
tance. The tops of the posts as seen from smallboat eye- 
level are invariably camouflaged against an island or coastal 
shoreline, so even if you see it as a post you cannot always 
see which way the finger is pointing. And the point is, that 
these channels are extremely shallow and the only way to 
navigate them is on plane. A hairy operation for ex-deep 
sea types like us. We tried taking them slowly at first but 
just bogged down and had to pole our way out, which 
wasn't easy with an adverse wind. Then we gingerly ex- 
perimented over a small pass that we had first made sure 
was free from obstruction and after a few trials of this 
nature we finally acquired a quivering insouciance in the 
matter. There is one lovely spinetingling stretch of about 
six miles through three passes, Eagle Pass, Black Betsy 
Pass and the Crocodile Dragover (now there’s a name to 
light up the imagination) which has to be planed over and 
is our favorite driving thrill. The channel cannot be more 
than 12 feet wide at its best and I guess it averages about 
18 inches deep. Birds walk ankle deep in the surrounding 
water which stretches for miles and is of a Bahamian clar- 
ity and rich variation of color 

Che channel is indicated by those little fingerposts which 
make it clear enough when you are right on top of them, 
but we find it easier to follow the way by the color of the 
water. More convincing too. It is hard to drive the boat 
to within inches of the shore at 25 mph because the finger- 
posts tell you to unless you have the assurance of the water 
color as well. When tackling a new passage of this kind, 
we like to taxi up to it slowly at first as close as the water 
will allow, then, after looking the situation over through 
the binoculars, we back up, get on plane, and go through 
with our heads out either side of the windshield, and our 
four eyes bugged out like organ stops. Twenty-five miles 
in hour under these conditions is one of the fastest ex- 


periences you can undergo!

Cruising these waters is a lively long-eyed operation and 
one of its greatest attractions is that one never knows what 
is going to happen next, and navigation is by no means the 
only excitement 

That fish, for instance, on the end of your line may turn 
out to be a shark or a sawfish, which you might not expect 
in a shallow freshwater lake, landlocked and apparently 
miles from the sea. The fresh water is only on the surface 
however, the salt, being heavier lies below, but whether 
the fish were born there, descendants perhaps of flood vic- 
tims, or wiggled their way in from the sea through the 
narrow creeks and inlets I do not know. You may look up 
to see an eagle sail-planing over its colossal nest on the 
topmost branches of an old dead tree, or you may come 
round the end of an island to see a lively splash of color 
on the mudflats made by the sunset plumage of a flock of 
roseate spoonbills 

That movement in the undergrowth may be made by a 
panther, bear, deer, ‘coon or ‘possum, that log may be an 
alligator, and this shell may be the rare one you are look- 
ing for to complete a collection. We found a brown band- 
ed wentletrap on one of the embryonic beaches which has 
had us ever since devoting part of our weekends to scrab- 
bling about the littoral, because you don’t find too many 
of these exquisite little shells. And I may say that shelling 
is given an entirely new zest by the discovery of crocodile 
tracks on the beach. Especially after you have seen a 
crocodile 

You could spend a lifetime in these waters and never 
come to the end of them. The more you see of them the 
more you want to see. It is getting harder and harder for 
us to concentrate on our other lives during the week with 
the lorelei calling to us from the rainbow sea on the other 
side of the Boggies. There are tales of people who have 
gone too far into the back country and never been seen 
again, which are supposed to be warnings, examples of 
what happens to the man who does not know enough. But 
we are beginning to have our suspicions

HY DOES A BOAT FLOAT? Why do some boats 
require additional flotation material for safety? 
How does the naval architect know the location 
of a boat’s waterline before the craft has been built and 
need added buoyancy to placed in the water? These are but a few of the features of 
a boat that are governed by the natural laws of buoyancy. 
Buoyancy, according to Webster, is “the quality of being 
keep them afloat if they able to float, as on water or in air.” This is a quality that, 
for thousands of years, was considered to be a magical 
property of certain kinds of plant life. Webster also states, 
“buoyancy is power of supporting a floating body; the up- 
ward force exerted upon an immersed or floating body 
by a fluid.” Without buoyancy, many of the items used in 
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Metal and fiberglass craft 


become swamped or holed

Boats have developed through an evolutionary process 


beginning in the old stone age. While man has been using 
boats for thousands of years, the art of scientific boat de- 


sign, as we Know it today, is barely more than a century 


old. However, the foundation of the science was laid 22 


centuries ago. There is an old legend that tells of man’s 
discovery of the buoyancy of wood. The Phoenician, San- 
kKionaton, writing 2,000 years before the Christian era 
States: “Great storms were breaking on the forest of Tyre. 
Several trees were struck by lightning and the flames de- 
voured the wood. In his terror, the god Osous took one of 
the tree trunks, tore off the branches, and clinging to it, was 
the first to venture on the waves.” There is usually a grain 
of truth in most legends and myths, and it is possible that 
man first experienced the buoyancy of wood on a tree trunk 
during a flood or storm 

We can not assume that, having discovered the buoy- 
ancy of wood, our primitive man immediately fashioned a 
dugout canoe. His first water craft was probably a raft. 
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The diagram above shows the location of Belcobalsa 
stiffening core in a typical 15’ reinforced plastic boat 
hull. The shaded areas indicate the location of Belcobalsa. 
The light weight of balsa wood makes it extremely buoyant. 


He lacked the tools, and the knowledge of the use of fire, 
to work large trees. Forced to use growths of smaller size, 
he made his raft from reeds which he bound together in 
sufficient quantity to support his weight. To prevent the 
reeds from becoming water logged, because of the open 
ends, he plugged the openings with mud or pitch. Even- 
tually he conceived the idea of turning up the ends to keep 
them out of the water. Binding the ends together, the craft 
took on the appearance of a crescent. It was a form that 
endured for many centuries, and was the forerunner of the 
double ended, or canoe stern boat. Before the crescent 
shaped boat was evolved, primitive rafts became larger 
and larger. Eventually they became big enough to carry 
man’s entire family, his goods and chattels. 


BUOYANCY OF WOOD 

For a long time, rafts were constructed from materials 
that were more or less solid. They depended for flotation 
on the difference in weight between the construction mate- 
rials and the water they displaced. This difference, we might 
call the reserve buoyancy of the material. For example, 
suppose a certain kind of wood has a weight of 31.2 pounds 
per cubic foot. If a one-foot cube of the wood is placed 
in fresh water (weighing 62.4 Ibs. per cubic foot) the block 
will sink into the water until it is one-half submerged. Plac- 
ing a weight of 31.2 pounds on top of the block will cause 
it to sink until the top of the block is even with the water’s 
surface. Thus the material has a reserve buoyancy of 31.2 
Ibs. per cubic foot. In other words it can carry a load of 
31.2 pounds per cubic foot of wood and still remain afloat. 

To achieve maximum load carrying capacity, it was de- 
sirable that the raft be constructed of the lightest possible 
wood, consistent with good strength. The various kinds of 
wood vary greatly in their weight and, therefore, in their 
load carrying Capacity or reserve buoyancy. The weight of 
some of the more commonly used boat building woods is 
listed in Table 1. Reserve buoyancy of the various woods 
is determined by subtracting the value given in Table I 
from the weight of fresh water (62.4 Ibs. per cubic foot) 
or salt water (64 Ibs. per cubic foot). 

It will be noted that the woods listed in Table I range in 
weight from 9 to 48 Ibs., per cubic foot. The early raft 
builders had to use whatever wood was available. Those 
living in areas where balsa wood was available were for- 
tunate since it can readily support 50 Ibs. per cubic foot 
after making due allowance for fastenings and water ab- 
sorption. The construction of balsa wood rafts, as em-

ployed by ancient people, and the extensive voyages that 
could be made with such craft, is thoroughly covered in 
Thor Heyerdahl’s book Kon-tiki. So common was the use 
of this light weight wood for raft. construction that the 
name “balsa” is the Spanish word for “raft.” 

Today, balsa wood is used extensively as a stiffening ma- 
terial in the bottom of boats employing fiberglass reinforced 
plastic construction. It provides the necessary strength 
without adding greatly to the weight of the boat. The 
amount of balsa wood used in the average 15’ boat con- 
tributes as much as 150 pounds to the craft’s reserve 
buoyancy. 

Balsa wood has many properties that make it especially 
desirable as a core material in sandwich boat construction. 
To be of value for such purposes, however, the wood must 
be carefully handled from the day the log is felled until it 
enters the dry kiln. Constant care is applied during the 
green stage by spraying the logs regularly with insecticide 
solutions of benzene hexachloride and oil, keeping sawn 
lumber on carefully stacked kiln trucks, and kiln drying 
with schedules so adjusted to sawmill production that lum- 
ber goes into dry kilns three days, at the most, after it is 
sawn, 

A balsa tree reaches cutting maturity in six to seven 
years. At that age it will yield two 16-foot logs with a 15” 
diameter. One of the companies who have given attention 
to the production of balsa lumber for marine applications 
is the Balsa Equador Lumber Corp., New York, N. Y 
Their product is sold under the trade name “Belcobalsa” 
and is accompanied by a certificate showing the kiln drying 
record of the particular lumber purchased 

A 94 passenger harbor launch, 59’8” long was recently 
completed in France. The hull was constructed of Belco- 
balsa with an outer skin of fiberglass reinforced plastic. 
Using the Belcobalsa as a core material for the entire vessel 
provides a flotability of 33,000 pounds. Designed for use 
on the Seine River between Rouen and Le Havre, the boat's 
unusual construction is an advance in safety consideration. 


AIR FLOTATION CHAMBERS 
Early in the prehistory period of water navigation, some 
thinker discovered the use of air chambers to obtain more 
buoyancy. Pictures of rafts, drawn on pottery, show ani- 
mal bladders employed to increase the load capacity of the 
craft, and the use of air chambers is still demonstrated by 
the old inner tubes children use learning to swim.

An air chamber provides a reserve 
buoyancy of 60 pounds per cubic foot of enclosed space. 
Watertight bulkheads are employed on larger vessels for 
the same purpose. On commercial vessels, many of the 
bulkheads are provided with watertight doors, that can be 
closed in an emergency to prevent water from entering the 
isolated compartment. 

The futility of air-filled double bottoms and watertight 
doors, was demonstrated long ago by the sinking of the 
unsinkable Titanic.

NEED FOR BUOYANCY 

Under normal conditions a boat floats because its volume 
is much greater than the volume of water it displaces to 
offset its weight. In other words it has a high volume to 
weight ratio. 

Under abnormal conditions, with the boat overloaded 
with people, gear, or by the entry of water, the boat will 
sink lower and lower in the water until it is awash. At this 
point it is said to be swamped. If the boat has no reserve 
buoyancy, it will now sink. 

To protect the public from unsafe boats the Outboard 
Boating Club of America has issued standards indicating 
sufficient buoyancy to keep the craft from sinking when 
swamped. They define sufficient flotation “. . . as that 
quantity of flotation material which will keep a boat from 
sinking when it is filled with water and passengers are cling- 
ing to it—provided that the aggregate weight of motor, 
passengers and equipment carried in or attached to the 
boat does not exceed the boat’s maximum weight capacity, 
as determined by the OBC Maximum Weight Capacity 
Formula.” 

In boats meeting OBC standards, the maximum weight 
capacity is noted on a plate attached to the transom of the 
boat. Since this weight is used in calculating the amount 
of buoyancy or flotation provided in the boat, the impor- 
tance of not overloading is evident. Always keep in mind 
that the load capacity includes everything in or attached to 
the boat. 

W 
The basic OBC boat flotation formula is: I B (1) 
Where F is the cubic feet of flotation material needed. 
W is the pounds of flotation required 
B is the buoyancy of flotation material used, in pounds 
per cubic foot 

Flotation material is needed only when a_ boat is 
swamped. Except when also serving a structural function, 
flotation material plays no part in the normal operation ot 
the boat. Any object loses weight when immersed in water!

required to prevent a boat from sinking, it is necessary to 
know three things 

1. The immersed weight of the hull 

2. The immersed weight of all equipment, including 

motor 
3. The immersed weight of the live load (people) 

Table 11 lists the conversion factors of various boat build- 
ing materials. These factors are used to convert from dry 
weight to submerged weight. It will be noted that the con- 
version factor for all but the first three are negative num- 
bers. This is because the first three materials are heavier 
than the water they displace, while the others are lighter. 
Referring to Table /1, steel has a conversion factor of .88. 
Therefore, a steel hull having a dry weight of 300 pounds 
would have a submerged weight of 300 88 264 Ibs. 
Hulls made of steel, aluminum, or fiberglass reinforced 
plastic will sink, unless provided with a suitable amount of 
buoyancy material 

Now, let’s consider a 300 pound dry weight hull made 
of “Expanded Royalite.” In Table II, this material has a 
conversion factor of —.82. It will have a submerged weight 
of 300 82 246 Ibs. Since the result is a negative 
number, it means that the hull will not only support its own 
weight in water, but 246 additional pounds as well. 

[To determine the W, equation 1, (pounds of flotation 
required) the OBC Boat Standards employs the following 
formula: 

W W G 10C in which (2) 

W the submerged weight of the boat alone 

G the submerged weight of the engine and all other 

loose gear and equipment. (See Table 111) 
the dry weight of the live load (.10C 
weight of live load). 

The submerged weight of the boat W, is calculated in 
the manner previously shown, using the conversion factors 
in Table Il. Table III lists the subme.ged weight of single 
and dual motor installations from 0 to 150 horsepower, 
together with an allowance for storage battery and miscel-

laneous gear normally associated with a motor rating of 
the selected horsepower. Live load “C” is normally 
assumed to be 150 Ibs. per person 

Having established formulas and tables of values, let’s 
see how they work. For our example we will take a 16’ 
fiberglass reinforced plastic boat having a weight of 600 
lbs., a load capacity of 1350 pounds and a motor horse- 
power rating of 85 

The conversion factor for a submerged fiberglass rein- 
forced plastic boat is .33 (Table 11). Thus Ws, the submerged 
weight of the 600 Ib. dry weight hull, is .33 < 600 198 
lbs. Assuming the use of two motors to obtain 85 horse- 
power, the total dry weight of motors, battery and other 
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gear as shown in Table I// is 730 Ibs. The wet or submerged 
weight of this equipment, Factor G, is 503 lbs. Based on 
a load capacity of 1350 lbs., and deducting 730 pounds for 
equipment leaves 620 pounds for live load or four persons 
of 150 pounds each. 

Substituting in formula (2) W, 198 Ibs., G 503 Ibs., 
and 4 X 150 X .10 60 Ibs. Thus W 198 + 503 
60 = 761 Ibs. of buoyancy needed to prevent the swamped 
boat from sinking and to support the submerged weight of 
four passengers clinging to the gunwales. 

Suppose that Dow Styrofoam has been selected as the 
buoyancy material to provide the additional flotation ca-

Now suppose we see what happens when our example 
boat is made of a material having a negative conversion 
factor. This boat may be 15’10” long, of plylap construc- 
tion. Its dry weight is 485 lbs., load capacity 1350 pounds, 
and motor rating 75 horsepower. Referring to Table II, 
the conversion factor for the submerged weight of plylap 
construction is —.67. Thus the submerged weight (W,) of 
this boat is 485 > .67 325 Ibs. Using one engine, 
the dry weight of motor and gear (Table III) is 415 Ibs. 
Deducting this value from the rated load capacity of 1350 
lbs., leaves a net load capability of 935 Ibs. The submerged 
weight, factor G, of the engine and gear is 286 lbs. With 
a net load capacity of 935 Ibs., the boat has a passenger 
capacity of 6 persons at 150 Ibs., each, and .10C 90 Ibs. 
Using formula (2), W 325 Ibs. + 286 Ibs. + 90 51 
lbs. of buoyancy material required to insure flotation in a 
swamped condition. Using formula (1), and Styrofoam

Keeping in mind that each cubic foot of buoyancy placed 
on the inside of the boat reduces the interior space by that 
amount, it is evident that there is some merit in using 
buoyant construction materials.

PLASTIC FOAM 

[here are two basic types of plastic materials, those that 
are cured or set by heat are known as thermosetting; those 
that soften or become plastic with heat and are known as 
thermoplastic. Either type of plastic may be foamed 

Foamed plastics are so named because they are plastic 
materials that actually form a foam during the curing proc- 
ess. In their final form, after curing, they retain their 
sponge like structure and may be rigid, or soft like sponge 
rubber, according to the formulation 

Like all other chemical compounds in which there is a 
reaction, foam plast ¢ Should be used in a well ventilated 
area having positive air circulation. Care should he taken 
not to breathe the fumes which may, in some instances, be 
fOxlM 

\ foam plastic is formed by an additive that acts like 
baking powder in biscuits. The foam is made by bubbles 
of gas. A good foam is produced only under carefully 
controlled conditions to obtain the correct amount of bub- 
bles for a given density or weight per cubic foot. Weights 
of foamed plastics can be varied from one pound to 60 
pounds per cubic foot 

Although nearly all plastics can be foamed in the labora- 
tory, their commercial production is often more difficult 
At the present time, foams of polystyrene, urethane, and 
polyethylene are the ones in most general use. New ones 
re constantly being added as production techniques are per- 
fected and commercial applications evaluated 

Styrofoam, a product of Dow Chemical Co., was intro- 


iced about 15 years ago. Since that time it has found 


vide application as a buoyancy material for marine appli- 
itions. Styrofoam is made in logs, rough planks and 
boards. It is available in a wide range of densities from 

3 to 4.7 pounds per cubic foot. A rigid plastic foam, 
tyrofoam has a sparkling look, like clean snow. Being 30 
times lighter than water, a child can balance a 9-foot board 
on his fingertips. Since Styrofoam is thermoplastic, its 
strength will decrease as temperature is increased. The 
cell structure will collapse at temperatures of 175°-200° I 
Since it is generally employed in boats as a flotation mate-

Known 
as Dylite expandable polystyrene, it is a product of the 
Koppers Co. The expanded product is a lightweight plas- 
tic foam with a discrete closed cell structure possessing a 
smooth skin. It can be made to any density from one to 
twenty pounds per cubic foot. Due to its light weight, it 
provides a high degree of buoyancy which, together with 
strength and water-resistance, makes it ideal for life saving 
equipment such as ring buoys, rafts and belts. A wide 
variety of water sports equipment is being produced from 
the material. The expanding and molding of Dylite must, 
for good results, be carried out under carefully controlled 
conditions; therefore the presently available material cannot 
be recommended for do-it-yourself foaming installation 


URETHANE FOAM 

Introduced commercially about eight years ago, urethane 
(formerly called polyurethane) foams are being used more 
and more in a variety of marine applications. Urethane 
can be foamed in place, foamed in a mold to a certain 
shape, or foamed to lumber size and cut to shape. Its den- 
sity, in pounds per cubic foot, can be varied over a wide 
range with corresponding variations in mechanical strength 

Jefferies Boats Inc., of Los Angeles, Calif., recently built 
an experimental 30-foot cabin cruiser in which they incor- 
porated 200 pounds of 2 pound density urethane. In addi- 
tion to the natural buoyancy of the vessel’s wooden hull 
and superstructure, the urethane provided an additional 
5,000 pounds of buoyancy, making the craft virtually 
unsinkable 

Do-it-yourself urethane foam kits are now produced by 
the Dayco Corporation, Dayton, Ohio. Containing “Freon’ 
gas, the new kit foam offers maximum insulation qualities 
in a minimum of space. The foam is well suited for filling 
flotation chambers of small craft, general insulation, and 
filling voids for light weight structural support. 

The Dayco Corporation urethane kit has been specially 
formulated to produce good results with the facilities avail- 
able to the home boat builders 

Lockfoam is the trade name for a variety of foamed-in 
place plastics made by the Nopco Chemical Co., 60 Park 
Place Newark, N. J. Their minimum size package is a 
five pound container. Their formulations can be mixed 
“on the spot” at the point of application and readily poured

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There is a wide variety of urethane formulations and 
extreme care must be exercised to select the type best suited 
to a particular application. In general most urethane foams 
are intended for use in production plants under carefully 
controlled conditions. 

Cellular Cellulose Acetate, sold under the trade name 
“Strux,”” is made by the Aircraft Specialties Co. Inc., Hicks- 
ville, N. Y. Weighing 6-8 pounds per cubic foot, the mate- 
rial has good mechanical strength. The 7 pound density 
Strux has a compressive strength of 150 Ibs. per square 
inch. It is unaffected by automotive or aircraft gasoline 
or oils and resists fungi and decay. Composed of a myriad 
of small sealed cells, Strux is an excellent material for use 
wherever light weight together with structural strength is 
essential. Strux is sold in the form of boards and rods, 6’ in 
length and in the following sizes: 42” x 8”, 34” x 6” 
I” x 4”, and 1144” x 4”. Rods are 2'4” in diameter. 

Polyethylene foam is a comparative newcomer in the 
field of foam plastics. Produced by Dow Chemical Co., 
under the trade name “Ethafoam,” and by Koppers Co., 
as “Dylan,” it has many desirable features for marine ap- 
plications. Due to its closed cell construction it is well 
suited to both boat and personnel flotation. At the present 
time Koppers Dylan is sold only in a form suited to produc- 
tion plants. Dow Ethafoam is available in rods, flattened 
ovals, and untrimmed planks. The density of Ethafoam is 
|.8-2.2 Ibs. per cubic foot. Thirty times lighter than water, 
a cubic foot of the material will support 55 pounds. Be- 


cause of its closed cell structure and natural resistance to 


water, it is able to maintain its buoyancy factor. 


PERSONNEL FLOTATION 
Personnel flotation includes such items as life belts, 
jackets and vests; ring buoys and similar safety gear. For 





many years Kapok and cork were the most popular flota- 
tion materials for this service. Plastic materials are grad- 
ually supplanting the older ones and providing equal or 
better service with a lower rate of depreciation. For exam- 
ple plastic life rings require no canvas covers, which were 
always an extra maintenance job. 

There are many ingredients that enter into the produc- 
tion of a plastic foam for use as a buoyancy material 
Nearly all of the major chemical producing companies are 
making one or more of the essential items for a foam 
formulation. Very few companies make them all. Except 
in rare instances, the foam formulations are intended for 
the controlled conditions of a production line. Most of the 
formulations are extremely sensitive to variations in quan- 
tity of ingredients. In some instances the amount of mixing 
can effect the final result. Since buoyancy is a safety device, 
it is something with which the home builder should not take 
chances. If there is any doubt as to your ability to prop- 
erly mix the chemicals to produce a satisfactory foam, or 
to provide adequate ventilation while working, it is best 
to use the prefoamed materials such as Styrofoam, Strux, 
or Ethafoam. 

“Microballoons” are a product of the Union Carbide Co 
They are small phenolic plastic spheres, approximately .005 
of an inch in diameter and are filled with an inert gas such 
as nitrogen. These can be mixed with polyester resin just 
as you would mix sand and cement. The mixture is then 
poured into a space or void in the same manner that you 
pour concrete. By varying the ratio of polyester resin to

mechanical strength can be varied over a wide range.

GET THE MOST 
FROM YOUR BATTERY 


Proper installation and maintenance will prevent 


failure of the heart of your electrical system 


By Lou Heiner 


STORAGE BATTERY is the prime source of elec- 
trical power aboard the small boat, It supplies the 
power to crank the engine, the electrical energy for 
the ignition, the lighting system, and any electrical devices 
aboard. When the battery fails, everything comes to a 
screeching halt 
Although built about as ruggedly as a piece of electrical 
equipment can be, approximately 75 per cent of boat bat- 
teries are destroyed by carelessness and neglect long before 
they wear out from normal use. A little knowledge of how 
your battery works, and how to care for it, will lengthen its 
life considerably 
HOW IT'S BUILT 
Both che positive and negative plates of the modern lead- 
acid storage battery are a lattice-work of lead alloyed with 
antimony for strength. A paste of lead oxide is pressed into 
the openings of the grid. After a number of cycling charges 
and discharges, the lead oxide of the positive plates is con- 
verted into lead peroxide The lead oxide of the negative 
plates is converted into metallic sponge lead. This is the 
condition of the battery when you buy it fully charged 
Che positive and negative plates are prevented from touch- 
ing each other (and thus discharging the battery) by separa- 
tors, which may be of rubber, fiberglass, plastic, or even 
thin sheets of wood. The group of positive and negative 
plates of each cell, separators and all, are immersed in an 
electrolyte of dilute sulphuric acid 
HOW IT WORKS 
Ihe battery supplies electrical energy by chemical action, 
in which the active material of the positive plates and the 
metallic sponge lead of the negative plates is converted to 
lead sulphate. When all of the active material is converted 
into lead sulphate, no chemical difference between the 
plates exists and the battery no longer supplies electrical 
energy. It is then completely discharged, or “dead.” 
Passing a current of electricity through the battery in the 
direction opposite to that which the battery supplies it will 
cause the lead sulphate of the positive plate to be reduced 
to lead peroxide again, and the 'ead sulphate of the negative 
plate to be converted into metallic sponge leac. When all 
of the active material of the plates has been restored, the 
chemical action stops and the battery is charged to its full 
Capacity 
CAPACITY 
battery, or the rate at which it will 
deliver electrical energy is usually expressed in ampere- 
hours. An ampere-hour is the rate at which the current is 
supplied, multiplied by time. A current of 5 amperes sup- 
plied continuously for 10 hours amounts to 5 X 10, or 50 


The Capacity ol 


ampere-hours. A current of 50 amperes delivered for 
hour equals 50 X or 25 ampere-hours. The ampere- 
hour rating of a battery is generally based on a 20-hour 
discharge time. This means that a 100 ampere-hour battery 
will supply a current of 5 amperes continuously for 20 


hours. It will supply a current of 1 ampere for considerably 
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longer than 100 hours, but it will mot deliver 100 amperes 
for 1 hour 

A battery cannot deliver its full rated capacity at high 
discharge rates because it requires time to reduce all of the 
active material; the free solution cannot penetrate the pores 
of the active material so rapidly. However, as much as 400 
amperes may be drawn for a few seconds, as when crank- 
ing a cold, stiff engine. A battery completely discharged in 
starting a cold engine will recover and again deliver a high 
current if allowed to stand idle for a few moments. 

HOW BATTERIES WEAR OUT 

The life of a battery depends upon the length of time it 
requires for the positive plate to lose so much of its active 
material that the capacity is reduced to a useless value 
From the moment the battery is put in service until the day 
it lands on the junk heap, the active material in the positive 
plates flakes off and falls to the bottom from shedding 
caused by the erosion of bubbles during a too-fast charging 
rate, from over-charging, and from vibration and shock. 
If the battery is used excessively at a low state of charge, 
sulphation occurs. Examination of thousands of worn-out 
batteries indicates that about 60 per cent of the failures are 
caused by over-charging, and about 20 per cent by sulpha- 
tion 

A battery may fail by breaking or warping of the separa- 
tors between the plates, but this is rarely found in a quality 
battery that receives proper care and attention. Failure 
to add water at proper intervals, the use of impure water, 
allowing foreign matter to get into the cells, or other types 
of abuse will quickly end the life of any battery. With 
proper care and attention, a quality storage battery will give 
good service for about 36 months. 

THE HALF-DEAD BATTERY 

Even though it will start your engine, a half-dead bat- 
tery should be recharged. First, however, find why it is 
half-dead. If the battery is at fault, trade it in on a new 
one at once. If tests indicate the battery is discharged but 
otherwise in good condition, find the cause of the trouble 
before more serious harm results. A battery operated con- 
tinuously at a low state of charge will sulphate and have a 
very short life. The lead sulphate formed on both the posi- 
tive and negative plates during discharge may be become 
permanent and impossible to remove by recharging. 

EFFECTS OF COLD WEATHER 

Special care should be given the battery in cold weather 
A fully charged battery in good condition will deliver at 
2° F only 65 per cent of the current available at 80° F. 
At 0° F it will deliver only 40 per cent 

At the same time, a cold, stiff engine at 32° F demands 
almost 75 per cent more starting power than it does at 
80° F. At 0° F, three times as much! 

The defective battery that will spin a warm engine right 
merrily in summer will fail miserably in winter. A fully 
charged battery will not freeze at any temperature expe- 
rienced by the average boatman (70° F below zero!), but

when only partially charged will freeze and burst at about 
zero. 

Never add water to a battery in freezing weather unless 
you intend to use it immediately. Unless the battery is 
charged, and discharged sufficiently to mix the water with 
the electrolyte, the pure water will remain at the top of the 
cells and will freeze at 32° F. 

HOW TO TEST YOUR BATTERY 

The specific gravity of the battery electrolyte is an indi- 

cation of two things:

If it has 
no switch, see that it is not connected to the powerline. 
Connect the POSITIVE lead of the charger to the 
POSITIVE lead of the battery 
Connect the NEGATIVE lead of the charger to the

Turn the switch to ON. If the charger has no switch, 
plug it into the power line 
Most batteries are fully, charged when the hydrometet 
reads 1.260 on all cells. Some batteries use a slightly 
stronger electrolyte and read 1.280 on full charge. To 
ensure maximum charge, continue charging after 
reaching 1.260 until three readings taken an hour apart 
show no increase in specific gravity 
Turn the charger OFF or disconnect it from the power 
line.

CHECK THE BATTERY TERMINALS, CABLE 
CONNECTORS, AND CABLES 

Apply a thin coat of petroleum jelly to terminals not 
corroded. Remove corroded cable connectors from 
the battery posts, clean and neutralize with a solu- 
tion of baking soda and water, or household ammonia. 
Then rinse in clear water, dry, and coat with petro- 
leum jelly

OOKING FOR ALL THE WORLD like a misplaced 
footnote from Jane’s All the World’s Ships, the fol- 
lowing bit of salty lore was offered to old tars by 

Playboy magazine in January, 1959: 

Along with the nautically-named armada of Sea 
Sprites, Gulls, Wonderers and plain Cindy Lous 
cruising the waters of Bermuda is a neat, trim craft 
tagged simply: $27,500. 

Some eleven months later, in the November issue, in 
what appeared to be a delayed afterthought, Playboy posed 
the following rhetorical query 

Who needs . . . whimsical names for pleasure 
boats? 

Although there might be some question, rhetorical o1 
otherwise as to whether $27,500 qualifies as whimsical, I 
seemed to sense that Playboy's attitude toward the naming 
of yachts had, in something less than a year, come about, 
as they say out where the salt spray sings 

My curiosity piqued, I decided to make an empirical and 
impartial investigation of this matter of whimsicality in 
nautical appellations 

Now, having checked some 18,000 assorted sloops, 
yawls, ketches, and cabin cruisers registered in the various 
yacht basins and marinas about the country, | can authori- 
tatively furnish a definite answer to Playboy's November 
query 

Some tive per cent—or one in 20—of our weekend ad- 
mirals seem to need a whimsical handle for their flagships. 

Admittedly, some of these names «re more coy than fey, 
and bring to mind such gauche attempts at cleverness as the 
cocker spaniels labeled Salt & Pepver, or the matched pair 
of sorrel nags y-clept Scot h & Soda. Many, however, dis- 
play various combinations of wit, word artistry and sea 
going ribaldry 

Since much of man’s inner self lies revealed in the names 
he appends to his children, his pets, and his inanimate pos- 
sessions, let us go down to the sea again and muse a bit 
on the id of the yachtsman 

One of the first things we notice is that sailing is an ex- 
pensive hobby, as was hinted at by the good ship, $27,500 
Obviously, the family finances are tied up with Shep’s Debt, 
King's Ransom, Bie Expense, Fort Knox, M-T-Pockets, 
loo Much, Liability, Red Ink, Lost Wages, Strugele, Debit, 
Rock Bottom and Waterloo. Mama’s brave sacrifice is pub- 
licized by the Lost Mink and Ruthie’s Freezer. 

The hands of more savvy salts can be sensed at the tillers 
of Forty Off, B 4 Taxes, Deductible, Pay Off and Petty 
Cash, Payola does not show up, but the expense account 
makes its inevitable appearance On Business.

names, Initial Expense, Preventive Maintenance Yearly 
Fees, and Operating Expense. There are many ways to make 
your dollar go further in each of these categories 
First there is /nitial Expense. This can be a sizeable fig 
re It is usually taken care of after the family car is paid 
Just transfer the payments to a boat loan and you are 
Banks are much more “boat loan” con 
were a few years ago. It is worth pointing 
out that rece intage used boat doesn't depreciate as tast 
in the first few vears. If you are not sure of your own 
ability to judge what constitutes a good, sound, used boat, 
then invest in the services of a marine surveyor. He will 
give you an unbiased and impartial report on a boat's con 
dition from stem to stern. His fee is always money well 
spent in the purchase of a used boat 
In the last 15 years, every boat we have purchased has

been sold in due time for at least as much as we paid for it 
in the beginning. We have owned all types and all shapes 
We even made a couple of bucks on one occasion! If you 
start with a small boat and “trade up,” you can eventually 
end up with a good-sized craft. By “trading up” we mean 
starting with a small boat, selling her, and applying the 
proceeds to a slightly larger craft. If this is done several 
times in a period of a few years, you will end up with a 
sizeable craft without going into hock over your ears! 

How much you spend in this Initial Expense category 
depends upon your circumstances and your wishes. Our 
present 23 foot Mallard auxiliary cost $2300, the major 
portion of which came from the sale of our former craft 
and so it goes. One last word on selection—don't overlook 
the boat brokers in your search for a boat They are a fine 
group of men to do business with, and will help you and 
guide you in every way. And the seller pays their fee, not 
the buyer! 

The second basic category of boating expense an im 
portant one. It is Preventive Maintenance. Anything that ts 
needed to keep your craft running smoothly, looking ship- 
shape, and protected from the elements comes under this 
heading. Varnish, paint, engine overhaul, spar, sail and hull 
repairs are included here. For Northerners, most, if not all 
of this expense comes in the spring before the boat is 
launched or put in service. Naturally if you let the yard 
do most of your work, your bill is going to be higher than 
if you do most of the work yourself. Some yards insist on 
doing a portion of the work, so it is well to check before 
choosing a particular yard 

Doing your own work doesn't seem to be a real hardship 
Most of us love it, and wouldn't miss it for the world, in 
spite of much complaining. A boat yard in the spring has 
a fellowship all its own, and an odor all its own. Stale beer, 
turpentine, and burning paint blend to make a perfume that 
will remain indelibly planted in your memory for a. life- 
time! No, most of us wouldn’t miss it for the world, even 
if we had the money to hire someone to do it all. 

[he average cost in this area for our sloop Allons has 
been $55 per year. This includes paint, varnish, standing 
and running rigging repair and overhaul, as well as a used 
Dacron storm jib we purchased last year! Our expenses with 
other boats at other times have been about the same, allow- 
ing for inflation. We, of course, do all the work ourselves 

Most of us have more ability at boat maintenance than 
we give ourselves credit for. With the detailed instructions 
now given by most paint and varnish manufacturers, you 
almost can’t go wrong. Which recalls to mind a sign | 
noticed a number of years ago in the Yale Co-operative 
store in New Haven. It was over the counter that sold 
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cameras, and it read: “If all else fails, read the instructions!” 
The same holds true in boating. Recalling the message of 
that sign has saved me from many a costly mistake. 

We have found that it often pays to get the best in the 
very beginning. For example, the life expectancy of a suit 
of Dacron sails is from between 2 to 3 times that of cotton, 
and the cost is only slightly more. Synthetic fibres for run- 
ning rigging and anchor line seems to be the answer for 
economy. Our running rigging is Dacron, and we have used 
it hard for 3 seasons. It will probably last at least another 
year. Prior to Dacron, our natural fiber lines lasted only 
one season, and were never as nice to handle. 

The third basic category is Yearly Fees. Such fixed ex- 
penses as winter storage, summer dockage, registration, and 
insurance are placed in this group. These are fixed fees that 
normally do not represent services in the form of labor. 
Around the South Shore of Long Island, winter storage costs 
from $1.50 to $3.50 per foot for outside storage, slightly 
more for inside. If you can put your boat in your own 
back yard, you can economize here as well. We can’t. 
Parishioners take a dim view of a boat on the back lawn 
of a rectory. 

Summer moorings around here range from $25 to $75, 
for the season. These figures may be much higher in some 
urban boating centers, so it pays to ask questions before 
you launch your craft for the first time. Sometimes your 
old Aunt Nellie who has waterfront property will make a 
deal with you for cutting her lawn, or donating a bottle of 
scotch — or something. 

A word about insurance. Liability coverage is valuable, 
and as for damage to our own boat, our approach is that 
if you can’t afford to replace it, then insure it. We insure. 
With our deductible policy, we feel we can handle a small 
loss ourselves, but to be boatless for three or four years is 
far more than we could stand! Boat numbering registration 
fees are usually small, but should be considered in one’s 
overall boating budget. 

The fourth and last basic category of boating expense is 
Operating Cost. Here is where the avid sailboat enthu- 
Siasts can work over the power boat men something terri- 
ble. Recently a 28 foot twin screw (total horsepower—340) 
craft pulled up to the gas pier at our marina and gulped 
thirstily 60 gallons of 35c per gallon petrol. A week later 
the same craft was back again and poured an additional 
43 gallons of that same high-priced liquid down its gullet! 
Now there is nothing wrong with this, mind you. But we 
can cruise all summer long on 25 gallons of the same liquid. 
How? We make the wind work for us. No one, not even 
the federal government, has figured out a way to tax it 
yet, or at least not at this writing. And sailing isn’t difficult 
[It is perfectly safe if you use caution and common sense. 
It requires admittedly more skill and training than power 
boat handling, but with a little experience and instruction, 
anyone can gain the necessary ability. 

But don’t go off half-cocked and become another Coast 
Guard statistic. Make sure you do know what you are 
about before you set sail. Granted, you may not become a 
hot-shot on the racing course in a week, but you can cer- 
tainly get by on straight sailing, particularly if you have an 
auxiliary (self-starting is a must) to get you out of tight 
spots. (We are not purists.) In this way, costs in this cate- 
gory of boating expense are kept to a minimum. An oc- 
casional overnight stay at a marina away from home might 
cost a couple of bucks, but gasoline is not a major item to 
be considered. (Our apologies to the refineries—we are glad 
to have the 25 gallons we do use!) 

Boating is a wonderful sport and a very satisfying hobby. 
It can be tailored to fit any budget, as long as you use care. 
And choose your friends carefully too—several sailors have 
complained that their liquor bill afloat is more than all other 
boating expense put together.— J

In the court’s opinion, the Bergechief contributed to the 
collision by (1) kicking her engines ahead about five min- 
utes before the collision, when her captain must have 
known that the other vessel was ahead of him; (2) failing 
to navigate with caution after hearing a signal from the 
other; (3) failing to reverse engines until about two minutes 
before the collision; (4) failing to keep a lookout; (5) 
failing to use radar during the nine minutes preceding the 
collision. In the court’s opinion. the Burgan contributed to 
the collision because (1) her speed was grossly immoderate 
she failed to stop 
her engines upon first hearing the fog signal of the other 
vessel, which indicated that the latter was dead ahead of 
her; (3) she was negligent in making a hard right change 


under the fog conditions prevailing; (2) 


of course when she had not ascertained the position or 
speed of the Bergechief. 

Everything that happened to these two vessels could 
happen to two pleasure boats large enough to have a 
whistle which could be heard, and if one of them had a 
radar set. Skippers of pleasure craft should not take chances 
simply to maintain a time schedule which usually would not 
be of any real importance. 

In maneuvering for position at a yacht club’s float or 
dock, motor boats have been known to push by boats 
ahead of them without the slightest courtesy. They should 
be interested in what happened in Sinclair Refining Co. v. 
M/V Morania Dolphin, 170 F. Supp. 586, aff'd 272 F. 
(2d) 192. The Thirtle approached a 40 degree bend in a 
channel and stopped her engines after signalling for a bridge 
to open. The Dolphin came up astern and overtook the 
Thirtle on the latter’s starboard side without receiving her 
assent to a passing signal. The Dolphin’s stern had just 
passed the Thirtle’s bow when the Dolphin was compelled 
to swing left to avoid hitting a rock on the starboard side of 
the channel. The Thirtle, which had lost steerageway and 
was sheering to starboard, started full astern and let go her 
port anchor. By this maneuver she avoided collision with 
the Dolphin but she rammed the dock. The court held both 
vessels at fault; the Thirtle for failing to regain steerage- 
way soon enough and for not warning the Dolphin not to

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pass, and the Dolphin for overtaking without the Thirtle’s 
consent, and for embarrassing her navigation in a part of 
the channel where it was unsafe to pass. 

When a person has been negligent and thereby caused 
death or injury to one or more persons or damage to 
property, he cannot escape liability by proving that what he 
did was customary in the circumstances and at the time 
of his act. This was one of the points discussed in the 
recent decision of Elna I]—Mission San Francisco, 179 
F. Supp. 227. That case resulted from explosions, after a 
collision, on a tanker in the Delaware River, which had dis- 
charged a cargo of aircraft turbine and jet fuel on the 
preceding day. Her tanks were empty but had not been 
rendered gas free because she was beginning a short trip 
and it was alleged that standards in the tanker trade did 
not require expensive and time-consuming gas-freeing on 
short runs. The judge stated in his Opinion that: “The 
slogan that ‘time is money’ may have its place in business 
but it is unacceptable where human safety is involved. 
If the [tanker] could have been rendered gas free, or es- 
sentially so, by a day or so’s delay (and she could), then 
she should have been taken off her run until she was safe 
to operate in crowded sea lanes.” The court quoted the late 
Mr. Justice Holmes of the U. S. Supreme Court: “What 
usually is done may be evidence of what ought to be done, 
but what ought to be done, is fixed by a standard of 
reasonable prudence.” What has been done by others prev- 
iously, however customary it may have been, does not make 
a rule of conduct which is binding in law. Legal responsi- 
bility for negligence cannot be mitigated by the fact that 
others have been alike negligent. This principle has been 
applied in many court decisions concerned with the care 
and operation of pleasure boats. 

The Elna II decision also contains several statements of 
law involved in the rules of the road. The collision in that 
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situation, which caused the explosions, was due to mistakes 
made by both vessels. The argument was made that be- 
cause the fault of one greatly exceeded the fault of the 
other, the court should apply the major-minor fault rule 
to excuse the vessel which had committed the lesser fault. 
The court refused to apply the rule because there were 
claims of innocent parties for deaths and injuries resulting 
from the explosions. The rule might have been applied if 
the only problem before the court had been the assessment 
of damages between the two colliding vessels. 

Another rule of law of direct interest to yachtsmen was 
applied in the Elna decision. This was the well known 
Pennsylvania Rule (so named because the U. S. Supreme 
Court in 1873 created it in Pennsylvania v. Troop, 86 U. S. 
125). Quoting from that decision: “The liability for 
damages is upon the ship or ships whose fault caused the 
injury. But when, as in this case, a ship at the time of a 
collision is in actual violation of a statutory rule intended 
to prevent collisions, it is no more than a reasonable pre- 
sumption that the fault, if not the sole cause, was at least 
a contributory cause of the disaster. In such a case the 
burden rests upon the ship of showing not merely that her 
fault might not have been one of the causes, or that it 
probably was not, but that it could not have been. Such 
a rule is necessary to enforce obedience to the mandate 
of the statute.” 

Rules of the road become statutory rules when enacted 
by Congress or under authority created by Congress, and 
included in a U. S. Code. The tanker which exploded had 
violated two statutory rules: Article 25 of the Inland 
Rules which requires a vessel in a narrow channel to keep 
to that side of the channel which lies on the vessel’s star- 
board side; and Article 18, Rule 1, which requires a vessel 
to answer promptly any whistle signals blown by another

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Fitting Out For Pleasure

HE DRIVE TO EXTERMINATE all boating mainte- 

nance is on and well advanced. Every once in a while 

the door to the future opens a wink and we can see the 
pleasures being prepared for us—boats that offer one deliri- 
ous joy after another without requiring a lick of care. 

Well, when the day comes that rope tails need no more 
whipping, sail seams go forever without stitching, and the 
wick in the cabin lamp requires no neat trim, I shall miss it 
all. Hang me from the nearest titanium scaffold with the 
handiest piece of spun-molecular line if you want, but that 
iS my opinion 

[here was—there still is—a pleasure in messing around 
in boats for its own sake. 

[he present light o’ our eye, for example, was purchased 
out of the boatyard where she'd been collecting soot by 
winter and spiders by summer for over two years. Gitana 
was bought not simply for her lines and promise, not simply 
for her modest price, but also for the opportunity she of- 
fered us to make something beautiful 

After two years’ enforced absence from the water, we 
literally. itched to be at her 

[hat first summer, she spent over two months upside 
down on our lawn. With the aid of paint remover and a 
keen hand on the hook scraper, she “sailed out of her skin” 
of old turquoise, red, and white paint 

We had our new color scheme all picked out, but when

Lest anyone think we only like puttering and never leave 
the dock, let me add that we measured into the Thistle ranks 
in August, entered, and won our only three races that year. 
Moreover, those whooping, spray-sheeting October sails 
that closed the season only assured us the investment of 
time was well worth the candle 

When winter closed around the Chesapeake in earnest, 
Gitana came in the house to live with us. From the living 
room windows overlooking the water, she extended right 
through the archway into the kitchen and up to within a 
few inches of fouling the refrigerator door, 

All the suspect pieces came out of her evening by eve- 
ning, with the radio pleasantly playing nearby and _ hot- 
buttered rums resting at hand whenever one had to sit 
back, smoke a pipe, and admire a bit. The Christmas tree 
itself sat where the stern deck had formerly been (it was, 
by then, wooded, re-glued and prime-coated out in the 
shed ) 

With February snows beating against the river windows 
and ice slabbed along the beach, the house inside was filled 
with the smell of wood chips as the replacement parts were 
fitted and installed. By the end of the dreary March rains, 
Gitana already had two coats of varnish inside. 

In June the moving men came to help us lug her outside 
again. When the early season sun hit that clear-grained 
varnished wood, our work was paid for on the spot as our 
eyes roved over her and our hands felt in passing, the shape, 
the weight, the smooth feel of every knee, thwart, and 
molding in her 

We had become a part of the boat and it had become a 
part of us. Over the ensuing 21l-race season, we never 
slipped her off her trailer and out into the river without 
feeling that was so 

This Spring, she looks newer yet. A fresh water hose and 
chamois after every sail . . . a neat tight custom cover . 

a little thought to improvements have kept her that way and 
probably always will. 

The same pleasure is available from the larger boats too 

I used to do a lot of sailing on a 46’ ocean-racing cutter 
The decks were always warmly clear and bright to the sun, 
the brass (yes—no chrome) was shined, the sails were 
coded and bagged according to color and everything was 
snug aloft and below. I can’t remember now any instance 
of gear failure or human misery she provided her owner of 
her own accord. 

Even when you consider maintenance for pleasure and 
maintenance for efficiency, however, you don’t have it all. 
Maintenance and boating together prove that two plus two 
may equal, not only four, but six and perhaps even eight. 

Night before last, we took a turn out to the mid-Bay ship 
channel and back—a run and a beat at sunset. Coming 
home again with sheets taut and everything balanced to the 
ounce, Gitana tossed random divots of spray across her 
bows. 

The drops themselves stood up hard and rounded on the 
varnish like silver/gold overlights. Any sailor seeing them 
would know that the finish was new, the wood dry and clear 
beneath it and that on such a boat, everything was four- 
square and ready at hand. 

If, in driving maintenance out of our vocabularies, we 
lose this feeling, will we not have lost more than we can 
readily replace? —

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BOAT RALLIES 


Similar to predicted log racing, this sport is gaining 


popularity as family fun in the small boat ranks

ALLIES ARE THE NEWEST and seem to be among 
the most intriguing activities to appear upon the re- 

cent boating scene. The navigational rally has long 
been recognized as the top family-participation activity in 
sports car competition, and now it’s starting a big splash 
on the waterway Ihe American Boat Rally Association, 
j 


formed about one year ago, is increasing its membership 


at the rate of 60 per week. Some newcomers are graduates 
rom the automotive events, but many more are simply 
boatmen who find rallying a unique and exciting form of 
family recreation 

A boat rally is really a group cruise with competition 
added for extra fun, An unlimited variety of boats—in- 
boards, outboards, runabouts and cruisers—can take part 
In an event And important in these days of crowded water- 
ways, a massive rally can be held and yet never disturb 
other boatman. There’s no need for a roped-off area or a 


patrolled course; a rally could go right past your bow and 
you'd never even know it. 

As a matter of fact, that may have happened. If you’ve 
recently powered by a boat full of family with the skip- 
per intently juggling the throttle, the mate concentrating 
upon the speedometer, and other members scanning charts 
and checking stop watches, the chances are that you passed 
a rallying boat. If you later saw a stranger giving your boat 
the eagle eye from some inconspicuous spot, you were prob- 
ably nearing a rally check point. And since that stranger 
dismissed you as a non-participant, you are missing out on 
the most interesting of new family boat sports. 

No other water activity has the rally’s potential for full 
family participation; anybody from age seven to 70 can 
take an active part. Basic equipment—compass, chart, long- 
recording stop watch, parallel rules, or protractor—are sim- 
ple to understand and operate. Even the more advanced 
navigation aids are easily mastered. Since it is best for each 
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detail to have individual attention during competition, there 
are always more than enough assignments to go around. -A 
well equipped boat arid a good family crew can be an.un- 
beatable combination. 

In many respects first rate rallying is far more demand- 
ing than the flat-out speed competition. It’s also a lot more 
fun—in addition to being about 100 percent safer. Whereas 
racing is based on top speed, rallying is based on precise 
navigation and timing; skill, imagination and technique are 
definitely needed. Broadly speaking, a rally is an event in 
which the contestants leave the starting point with instruc- 
tions to arrive at the finish by way of a certain course, at a 
fixed average speed and therefore at a certain time. A few 
checkpoints are usually strung along the route, and these 
too must be reached at a designated time. This is similar 
to predicted log competition, but clocks are not forbidden 

instead they are an important part of the rally. 

Each contestant starts with a given number of score 
points, 500, perhaps. For every second he is ahead of time 
or late at checkpoints or finish, he forfeits a certain num- 
ber of points. Any infraction of good boating practice is 
also subject to a point-fine. The contestant with the most 
points still left at the finish is, of course, the winner. 

That sounds easy, but it isn’t. There are courses to be 
plotted and landmarks to be located. And above all, speed- 
ometer and stop watch must be monitored and coordinated 
so that the pilot can adjust to the speed that will give him 
the best time and save the most points. A good navigator 
is as important as the pilot—and both have a full time 
job. So a family crew is a valuable asset; any youngster can 
Keep a lookout for the lighthouse or wharf that marks a 
course change, or take soundings in uncharted water. 

Even if small fry crew members aren't given such criti- 
cal assignments, they are unbeatable as self-shifting ballast.

And that can be important. Suppose that you have to run 
a part of the course at that delicate speed where your boat 
normally just moves onto plane. Maintaining an average 
under such a condition is almost impossible; the boat climbs 
up and slips back, varying as much as five mph at the same 
throttle setting. A judicious weight shifting usually allows 
the boat to operate in either a plane or displacement, which- 
ever best maintains the needed speed. A large crew of little 
people is clearly not a disadvantage in a boat rally. 

Few simple water speedometers are accurate enough for 
rallying; you'll probably have to time-check your boat over 
a measured course and compensate for the error. By the 
time everybody has helped correct the speedometer, learned 
to read compass and charts, memorized the boat’s planing 
speed, points of balance, and operating idiosyncrasies, you 
may know more about the family boat, and the family more 
about boating, than you might have learned from all other 
water sports combined. Furthermore, you'll have a first 
class rally team. 

Anybody’s idea is liable to be a good one in a rally. For 
example, the recent event at California’s Newport Dunes 
Marina had instructions that said, “. go under the Coast 
Hiway Bridge and take a course bearing 45° NW at 
restricted speed.” \t was a deliberate booby trap; puzzled 
rallyists made a slow turn immediately past the bridge and 
found themselves wandering aimlessly around Newport 
Bay. A few participants cruised another 200 yards to a 
harbor buoy marked “Restricted speed, 5 mph.” A turn 
there sent them straight to the check point at Lido Shores 
Hotel—on Balboa Bay. One of the two top finishers had 
that restricted speed gimmick pointed out by a sharp 10- 
year-old daughter. Apparently the wisdom of the ages 
holds true in this newest of water sports: “A little child 


shall lead them.” eb

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MANITOULIN 
ISLAND

ISCOVERED THE LARGEST freshwater island in 

the world—-a boatman’s bargain paradise—sur- 

rounded by thousands of wilderness coves, inlets, 
bays, and channels and studded with more than a hundred 
deep crystal-clear lakes and laced with rushing frothy 
rivers. There are plenty of budget-priced family fishing 
lodges and housekeeping cottages, free campsites, boat 
ramps, launching docks, boat-liveries, and outfitters where 
you can rent anything from a canvas tent to an outboard 
motor, a $2-a-day skiff or a full-size cabin cruiser 

Fishing? It’s enough to make Izaak Walton twirl in his 
eternal creel: king-size muskies crashing into your tackle 
like a boxer’s Sunday punch: meal-size black bass, walleye, 
Great Northerns, salmon trout, and fat lake perch 

Where? On a rolling timbered limestone strip !00-miles- 
long, varying in width from two to 40 miles, smack-dab in 
the heart of the Great Lakes. It's Manitoulin Island, jewel 
of Lake Huron, just 300 miles north of Detroit and easily 
accessible by car 

Here in the cool northwoods country of Ontario, Canada 

within a leisurely day or two’s drive from cities like New 
York, Chicago, Cleveland, Milwaukee, Buffalo, and Detroit 

is one of the last great wilderness challenges for the 
sportsman. To the trailering boatman who searches for new 
adventure it can be a real frontier, for the outboard it offers 
1 way to see this island archipelago at its best. It’s also the 
summer gathering place for men of sail from all over the 
Great Lakes—with deep water channels, magnificent har- 
bors, sheltering islands and excellent dockage 

But as old hands will readily testify, here is one place 
where even the most lubberly of amateur boatmen can 
learn to love the true flavor of America’s open freshwater 
seas—while remaining on waters which are safe for their 
cratt. Happily, Manitoulin’s most fascinating boating areas 
are the many shallow, sheltered inlets, ideal for the average 
runabout—and there’s always the six-score inland lakes 
where the fish are big and the seas are calm. 

[hose familiar with Manitoulin Island waters use boats 
nearly everywhere on its long 1000-miles of shoreline, but 
considering places of scenic interest, launching facilities, 
and ease of navigation, certain locations are particularly 
attractive to the first-timer. July and August are peak 
vacation months, yet, surprisingly, this great freshwater 
island within a short journey of more than one-third the 
total population of the United States, is relatively undis- 
covered by the average tourist. For that reason prices are 
low, resort lodges are busy but uncrowded, clerks in stores 
and shops in the picturesque little island towns and villages 
have time to chat with visitors, and the network of excellent 
island roads are open to comfortable mid-season motor car 
travel 

For $8-a-night you can sleep in a new, spruce-scented 
log cabin deep in the northwoods. The price includes meals 
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at the main lodge—and the daily use of a skiff if you 
haven't brought a boat-trailer outfit along. There is a cobalt 
blue lake in your front yard, and at night it glitters like 
liquid silver. Back of you are gray limestone cliffs and a 
rippling emerald forest of spruce, tamarack and pine. 

Manitoulin Island is easily reached through Port Huron, 
Michigan, 60 miles north of Detroit. Two hundred miles 
straight up Lake Huron’s Ontario shore from the Blue 
Water Bridge at Port Huron-Sarnia is Tobermory, Ontario, 
at the tip of Bruce Peninsula. Here the car-ferry Norisle 
twice-a-day makes the 30-mile-run to Manitoulin’s South 
Bay Mouth in three hours at a cost of $5-per-car and $2.50- 
a-person (additional charge for boat-trailer). Or motorists 
may approach the district through Sault Ste. Marie on the 
west and through Sudbury on the east. There’s a free 
swing-bridge to the mainland from Little Current on Mani- 
toulin Island connecting up with Highway 68 into Mc- 
Kerrow, Ontario. A fully equipped airport at Gore Bay, 
Manitoulin, will handle large-size aircraft. And a CNR 
train runs directly to Litthke Current from McKerrow. 

Outboard-trailermen will discover that Manitoulin has 
an excellent paved circular coastal road and a network 
of splendid bisecting roads. The whole area is laced with 
streams, rivers and lakes. You can start your car at South 
Baymouth after leaving the ferry, strike inland to Mani- 
towaning Bay on the eastern shore, then on to Little 
Current. 

The coastal road skirts North Channel to delightful little 
frontier boating towns and villages like West Bay, Gore 
Bay, Kagawong, Elizabeth Bay, Silverwater and finally 
reaches the island’s westerly tip at Meldrum Bay, 100 miles 
from Little Current, Enroute from Silverwater to Meldrum 
Bay you pass the island’s narrowest point where a two-mile 
land strip preserves Manitoulin’s cherished claim—world’s 
largest freshwater island. 

You can return by Providence Bay (excellent sand 
beach) and Lake Mindemoya at mid-island to Sandfield 
and South Baymouth. This is the popular circular tour 
along 500 miles of coast. Everywhere there’s water—places 
to launch a boat and cruise as carefree voyageurs along 
the historic canoe trails of the fur traders who roamed 
these waters more than three centuries ago. Everywhere 
there are huge slabs and boulders of gray limestone—and 
forests of spruce, tamarack and cedar. 

Scattered along the highway, next to rustic wilderness 
streams, lakes and rivers and in rocky highland glens, are 
scores of modern motels, cabins, lodges and hotels. Aver- 
age motel price is $6 double-per-day. Housekeeping cot- 
tages, suitable for three or four, completely furnished, linen, 
dishes, indoor plumbing (not always), run from $30 to 
$75-per-week. Fishing camps and lodges charge from $6 
to $8-a-day per person American Plan and toss in free use 
of a skiff. The posh Manitowaning Lodge at Manitowaning, 
one of Canada’s best, offers nearly every luxury and con- 
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The ‘Jewel of Lake Huron, 
largest inland island in 
the world, offers excellent 


fishing, camping, exploring 


venience—including seaplane, swimming pool, riding stable, 
tennis courts, and charter boats—at prices ranging from 
$84 to $90-per-week American Plan. 


Best location for the first-time visitor to Manitoulin, if 


he owns a tent or a trailer, is undoubtedly the improved 
campsite at Wolsey Lake government park situated on a 
narrow, water-flanked causeway near Indian Point Bridge 
outside of Gore Bay. Here you'll find picnic tables, stone 
fireplaces, toilets, drinking water, a sand bathing beach and 
small bath-house, bordered by beautiful calm-water Wolsey 
Lake to the east and sprawling Bayfield Sound (open water 
to Lake Huron) on the west. A bridge and narrow chan- 
nel connect these two bodies of water, a stone’s throw 
ipart, just above the park. Non-campers will discover two 
100d fishing camps and lodges—Twilight Island Lodge and 
Griffith’s Camp—close by. 

Bayfield Sound offers vast reaches of open water, at least 
half dozen large bays—more islands, large and small 
nd an opportunity to visit Shesegning Indian Reserve boat 
harbor at Bayfield Sound’s westerly edge. You can, if you 
like, swing around Cape Robert into Vidal Bay, past 
Chamberlain Point, into the wilderness fastness of Meldrum 
Bay—and, if you’re lucky, glimpse some of Manitoulin’s 

vild black bear, deer, and other game 

Manitoulin’s inland lakes number 108 and the largest 
of these, Manitou, Kagawong, and Mindemoya, varying in 
ength from twelve to fifteen miles, are almost 100-feet 
higher than Lake Huron 

My favorite—deep, blue Lake Manitou, is perfect for 
outboards and fishing. You'll find lunker-size salmon trout, 
walleye, perch, and bass. The waters of this lake are 
ce-cold and the fish are gamesters. Enter Lake Manitou 
from the boat dock near Sandfield just off the highway in 
from South Baymouth. An oldtimer seated on a porch 
fronting this big 15-mile-long lake, informed me: 

“In the winter when temperatures fall below zero, you 
can see the thick ice on Lake Manitou steam—from water 
from underground springs which feed the lake.” 

There are housekeeping cottages at water’s edge, lodges 
and fishing camps strung along Manitou’s miles of coast- 
line. One of the best is Red Lodge out of Sheguiandah. 

Lake Mindemoya, a delightful body of water famous for 
Joe Hodgson’s Treasure Isle Lodge, is located on a large 
island within the lake. It provides family-style vacations, 
some of Canada’s best cooking, square dances, evenings 
around a cozy central lodge fireplace, good fishing, swim- 
ming, boating and fossil-hunting. Treasure Island was once 
the home of an early Algonquin Indian tribe. There’s 
legendry of buried Indian gold, and Indian relics are 
frequently dug up. You can park your outboard in the front 
yard of your log cabin on Treasure Isle and spend long, 
leisurely days on the lake—if the family prefers the quiet

Empress roams both 
the New England coast 
and the Cays of the 
colorful Bahamas 


The Empress pushes her way threugh the chilling Long Island Sound 
waters on her way to Nassau in late October. She is the completion 
of a fishing dragger hull washed ashore during the 1954 Hurricane.

HOICE OF A CHARTER BOAT is often a very 

difficult decision to make. A man may want the ro- 

mance and excitement of a large schooner while 
his wife contends that she is on vacation and wishes for 
the comfort and convenience of a powerboat. J. Linton 
Rigg in his book “Bahama Islands,” states that his choice 
of the “ideal” boat for cruising to and through the Islands 
is an auxiliary, or a motorsailer which can readily sail if 
he wants to—in any case a boat which has both power 
ind sail 


\ 59-foot motorsailer working out of Newport, R. L., in 
the summer and Nassau in the winter is the type of boat 
Mr. Rigg must have had in mind. She is skippered by Capt 
Bill Norton, who for the past 15 years has been taking 
parties to witness the beauties of the Bahamas, and some- 
times on south down through the Caribees. 


The Empress was built in 1954. Prior to that Capt. 
Norton skippered a schooner through the same waters. His 
present boat has 15 feet 6 inches beam and 6 feet of draft. 
She is powered with an 80 hp Caterpillar diesel engine 
that pushes her along at a good steady 9 knots. She is an 
extremely comfortable vessel with three spacious private 
double staterooms, each with separate toilets, washrooms, 
and private companionway so as not to disturb others in 
the party. There is a shower in the aft stateroom and 1,000 
gallons of fresh water 


The dining saloon is located on the main deck level, 
forward of which is the galley fully equipped with an elec- 
tric refrigerator, deep freeze, and a large combination 
range with oven and broiler 

Charter rates for the Empress are $600 a week tor four 
persons or $700 a week for six. This includes the boat 
ind fuel, with food extra. Rates are also available by day 
or any short period of time. Asked if there is ever any 
lickering over price, Bill said that it happens at times but 
not too often. “It only gets the week started off wrong 
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and makes it difficult to have a good time. Couples often 
send me off to find other couples to help share expenses 
and to provide company.” 

What do people want to do? “Most of them don’t know,” 
replied Bill. “Some like lonely beaches while others want 
some activity and wish to drop in at little settlements. I 
try to mix it up for them and give them as much cruising 
as possible in the time available.” 

Most of the business for the Empress comes from word 
of mouth, with customers passing the word along to their 
friends. Many of Bill’s annual parties are people who have 
been chartering the Empress tor years. Some have been 
coming back for so long that it’s getting difficult to find 
new places to cruise to. 

The weather in that area seems to cooperate with the 
charter boat business. It goes around in cycles so the 
skipper can get a pretty good idea of what’s going to 
happen. Boatmen have worked out a system whereby they 
check in with each other each quarter to the hour and pass 
messages along. “That helps us with the weather situation 
also. We might be in the Exumas and listen in on boats 
in other areas and find out what the weather is doing 
there. In this way we form our own weather reports.” 

With no Coast Guard in the Bahamas, the hourly radio 
checks serve as a safety measure if one of the charter boats 
in the fleet should be having engine trouble. After 15 years 
in the Islands, Bill has a pretty good idea of where to shop 
and find services such as car rentals. The Empress goes 
to Nassau in October and stays through June. Her address 
there is East Bay Service. In the summer she charters out 
of Norton’s Shipyard in Newport, Rhode Island. 

How does Bill feel about living on a charter boat as 
compared to a hotel? “In the first place it’s less expensive 
than a hotel. Also, when you get up in the morning your 
shower is no farther away than the rail, and there’s nothing 
like a swim to start the day. What the heck, if you're at 
a hotel you'd only have to rent a boat anyway.” — G

Pontoons made of plywood are perfectly satisfactory 
providing a sufficient number of watertight bulkheads are 
installed to prevent flooding the entire pontoon if it is 
punctured. The plywood pontoons are usually cheaper 
and when covered with fiberglass reinforced plastic provide 
an excellent flotation device. 

The use of a solid Styrafoam pontoon covered with fiber- 
glass reinforced plastic, while the most expensive, is also 
the safest. The material is not compatible with polyester 
resin so it is necessary to use epoxy which is more expensive.

CONVERSION TO INBOARD 

AM PLANNING to install a 25 hp Crosley 4 auxiliary 
| engine marine conversion, direct drive, in my 18’ sloop. 
This is a U. S. Government surplus boat, built of molded 
mahogany plywood. It has a waterline of 17’ 3”, a draft 
of 15” (CB up) and a displacement of 1500 pounds. Dead- 
wood aperature will accept a maximum propeller diameter 
of 10”. 

What size and type propeller and shaft would you rec- 
ommend for highest possible speed and smoothest possible 
operation? Would you recommend rubber mounts to mini- 
mize vibration? What speed could | expect from the in- 
stallation?

Lacking more detailed information concerning your boat 
I would assume that it is a displacement type vessel, and 
since you do not state the operating speed of the motor I 
am unable to advise the most suitable pitch. Rubber motor 
mounts are always desirable provided all connections to the 
motor including propeller shaft are made through flexible 
couplings. While you give no details as to conditions in 
front of the propeller, it is doubtful that the conversion 
vill be as efficient a drive as the present outboard motor 


You cannot expect any great increase in speed 


WEIGHT GAIN 
WO YEARS AGO, | purchased an 18’ cruiser that was 
built in 1954. It is powered with a 25 hp outboard. When 
| first put it in the water it is fast enough, it goes about 
10 knots, | am in salt water.

Since you do not give your transom width I would hesi- 
tate to make recommendations as to the advisability of 
increasing the horsepower of your motor. The proper 
application of any bottom paint requires the application of 
certain primers. Each paint manufacturer has developed 
a complete painting system for use with his particular bot- 
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tom paint. Any of the paint manufacturers advertising in 
POPULAR BoaTING will be glad to supply you with the 
system best suited to their particular bottom paint. The 
difficulties you are encountering also brings up the question 


as to whether the proper type of plywood was used in the 
construction of the boat. It would appear to become water 
logged rather quickly

Since your boat is of the full displacement type its 
present speed of eight knots represents a speed length ratio 
of 1.54 which is close to the critical point for this type 
of vessel (based on an estimated waterline length of 27’). 
Any effort to increase speed beyond the present eight knots 
will probably result as a further lifting of the bow and a 
drop in the stern without an increase in speed. Your present 
propeller dimensions represent an exceedingly poor p/d 
ratio (.825). This can only be improved by a much higher 
gear ratio which would result in a slower turning propeller 
and permit a greater pitch. It is quite probabie that this 
would reduce the slip and result in improved gasoline 
economy.

Lessons learned in the hard school of ocean racing 


add to the safety and comfort of everyone who cruises 


By Geoffrey G. Smith 
N THE MORNING of July 11, 1951, 880 miles 
East of Honolulu, the preventer tackle on the main 
boom of the 72-foot racing sloop L’Apache let go. 
L'Apache was an entry in the biennial Transpacific yacht 
race. She was doing better than 10 knots in a fresh breeze 
and heavy following sea and carrying all possible canvas. 
Crew member Ted Sierks undertook to rig a new pre- 
venter tackle. The boom was sheeted in as far as they dared 
without risking a jibe and Sierks braced himself against the 
ife rail and leaned far out with both hands free to screw 
the pin into the shackle. According to his own story of the 
event, he said: “If this rail gives, I’m in the drink.” The 
rail gave, and he was. One shipmate grabbed at his belt 
but couldn't hold, another threw a line which missed; Sierks 
grabbed the line of the taffrail log but it parted; a ring buoy 
was thrown which he managed to reach 
It was 25 minutes before the crew of L’Apache was able 
to douse the big kites and come about under power. They 
ran back their course and distance then started a search 
pattern which they kept up for more than 24 hours without 
success. It is ironic that the man in the water often saw 
LA pac he’s sails and even recognized a shipmate on looxk- 
out, yet they could not see him. A bobbing head in a break- 
ing sea is hard to find 
Half a dozen yachts pulled out of the race to search and 
five Navy D.E.’s joined in. From Honolulu the Air Sea 
Rescue went to work. After 30 hours in the water the mir 
acle happened and he was picked up by the U.S.S. Deuglas 
1. Munro. During these long hours he had seen vessels pass 
within 200 yards, watched flares dropped by aircraft nearby 
and fought off sharks with his sheath knife 
But, if Sierks had been using the simplest form of safety 
belt—a length of line tied around his waist with a snap hook 
spliced into the other end and made fast to a solid fitting 
none of this great rescue effort nor his own personal ordeal 
would have been necessary 
In recent years a lot of safety requirements have been 
written into the circulars of ocean and longshore races and 
they are equally good if you're cruising—power or sail. The 
Cruising Club of America, sponsors of the Bermuda race, 
requires safety belts for each crew member, fixed wire life 
lines and stanchions, life rings fitted with waterlight, whistle 
and dye marker, and a flag float. The horseshoe type of life 
buoy, colored red, yellow or orange for greater visibility, 
is recommended. White life rings with the boat’s name let- 
tered thereon are pretty but almost impossible to see in 
breaking water. A flag float consists of a six to eight foot 
pole set in a cork or Styrofoam float ballasted to stay up- 
right. It is topped with one or two red, yellow or orange 
pennants and increases the visibility of the spot where your 
man went over by many fold 
If a man goes overboard, first throw a life ring, second 
the flag float, taird get all hands on deck and designate some- 
one to get as high as possible to act as lookout. The classic 
method under sail is to jibe and retrace your course. This 
is fine in moderate conditions under working canvas. In 
heavier weather, or if you are carrying a cloud of racing 
sails, bring her up until the wind is dead abeam meantime 
trimming to the new course, thea take in your light sails 
and bring her around while the wind is dead on the opposite 
beam, and sail back. While on your first course at regular 
intervals throw over anyihing that wil float such as cush 
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ions, lifeiackets, packaged groceries, anything, so you will 
have a “blazed trail” on your return. Remember, however, 
that light objects floating high on the surface will be affected 
more by wind and sea than your boat or the man in the 
water, so stay to windward of the “trail.” 

When you are near your man, don’t try to run right 
alongside him—stay a bit to windward to furnish a lee, then 
throw a line and haul him aboard. 

This is the sailing boat method. Under power every- 
thing applies as far as life rings, floats and lookout are con- 
cerned. One point, however, differs. The instant you see 
the man fall or start to fll, swing the wheel hard over in 
his direction to throw the stern and the whirling propellers 
away from him. This probably won’t do much good in a 
fast moving small boat, but you have to turn anyway and it 
might give the extra inch between clearance and tragedy. 
Make a 180 degree turn and sail back either by reverse com- 
pass course or by following your old wake, then proceed as 
outlined above to pick up your man. 

The fixed life line around your boat is probably the most 
important single safety me.sure if it is rigged properly. A 
great many boets have a single wire about 18 to 24 inches 
above the deck level which is fine while you are holding on 
to it, but if you should lose your footing and get rolled 
across the deck it won't do much to stop you. Double or 
even triple life lines are recommended if you are going off- 
shore, even though they may cause some inconvenience in 
trimming sails. On small power boats, life lines are not 
very practical and your compensation is to have well placed 
grab rails 

My personal safety belt is a home made affair—a surplus 
Army webbing belt onto which is fastened a double length 
of ¥s” diameter nylon line with a heavy bronze snap hook 
At various points on the belt are whistle, knife, shark repel- 
lent, water dye and self-inflatable plastic water wings. Al- 
though this sounds cumbersome, it actually isn’t, and worn 
whenever you are on deck you soon get used to it 

There is one cll important “don’t” if someone should go 
over from your boat and that is: Don’t go over after him, as 
that just puts two peopie in the water instead of one, and it 
leaves your boat short handed for rescue work. The only 
possible exceptions are if the victim is a child or someone 
you know cannot swim and then only if there is enough 
crew aboard to handle the boat; also, no matter how well 
you can swim, use a lifejacket. All children should always 
wear life jackets whenever you are under way. 

lf you should be the one to fall in the drink there are a 
couple of things to remember. If it is a power boat kick 
yourself away from the hull as soon as you feel yourselt 
slipping beyond the point of no return. If you cannot do 
this, then try to hit the water flat so you will not sink deep, 
and start swimming away the instant you touch water to get 
clear_of the propeller. Don’t attempt to grab the log line for 
good reasons: it will probably let go, you won't be able to 
hold onto the wet line and will slide down until you reach 
the rotator which will slash your hands and wrists. If you 
cut an artery, you've had it; in any case you will bleed a lot, 
particularly in warm water, and blood attracts sharks. 

If a lot of this seems to deal pretty much with offshore 
racing it is because racing is the proving ground tor hull, 
gear and men, and the lessons learnt there, often the hard 
way, contribute in large measure to the satety of everyone

AST SUMMER OSLOFJORD echoed with chanties 

now almost forgotten, as square-rigged ship and train- 

ing schooners stirred to life in the quiet, ancient port 
where Vikings once dwelt. These vessels were entries in 
the 1960 Tall Ships Race, and among them was the Nor 
wegian school ship Christian Radich, captained by Kjeld 
Backen and manned by a crew of teen-agers, newcomers 
to the sea. 

Christian Radich, brought to the attention of the movie- 
going public in the film “Windjammer,” is one of the very 
few members of a unique institution: the world’s dwindling 
fleet of private school ships. Her captain thus has a job 
that requires unusual abilities and experience, and an inter- 
view with Captain Backen aboard his ship in Oslo Harbor 
provided an opportunity to talk with him at leisure, and to 
observe him at work 

Question: Captain Backen, I see you wear a KNS (Royal 


Norwegian) Yacht Club insignia on your off-duty jacket. 
Do you sail for pleasure as well as for work? 

Answer: Oh, yes; I’ve been sailing since I was a boy 
I always like the old-type boats and used to sail a lot in 
some little gaff-rigged sloops we have here in Norway. 

Q: But you're a ranking Captain in the Norwegian Navy 
as well as master of the Christian Radich. It sounds like 
you've had a pretty full nautical life. 

A: Yes, I was born in 1908, sailed for pleasure until I 
finished what we call “middle school,” then I went to sea 
for two years. I entered Naval College in Horten in 1928, 
was graduated in 1932, and went into the Merchant Navy 
until 1938. When the war broke out I was chief mate of 
a tanker. During the war I sailed out of England, and after 
the war I stayed in the Navy, until 1958 when I took over 
in the Christian Radich. 

Q: Captain Backen, we've been referring to the Christian 
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ich as a school ship. Does this mean that the vessel is 
connected in some way with the Norwegian Navy, and 
is used for training boys for future Naval positions? 

A: Not at all. The ship is operated by a private com 
pany, called “Ostlandets Skule Skip.” It was originally 


formed by a group of Oslo merchants in 187

which was the old name for Oslo. in fact, in those early 
days the company itself was called Christiana Skule Skip

altogether. Our usual complement is 88 boys, the cook, 
and 16 officers including the doctor, radio operator, and 
three mates. We're going to move the Christian Radich 
out into the Fjord this afternoon. Why not come along with 
us? You can continue your interview, take some pictures 
and see a little bit of how we work 

At three o’clock in the afternoon Captain Backen gave 
his orders to get underway. The 200 hp auxiliary engine 
capable of driving the vessel at 4 knots in calm conditions 
was Started. Two boys stood by the wheel. Before we cast 
off, the Captain gave the word to lend some of his extra 
life jackets to the Norwegian actors from the musical 
“Oklahoma,” who were off for an overnight party down 
the Fjord. A handful of trainees passed the jackets down 
from the quarterdeck while some pretty girls from the 
chorus seemed extremely interested in helping. Then, with 
out fuss or shouting, the Christian Radich moved out into 
the harbor 

The Christian Radich is a big sailboat, 205 feet in overall 
length, with 32-foot beam and 15-foot draft. She carries 
about 14,000 square feet of sail on steel masts and yards 
Yet the operation of moving her from dock to moorings 
was done with a smoothness few small craft could enjoy, 
although the teen-age crew had only been aboard for 
several days. In Captain Backen’s calm authority, each 
move had been polished by long experience. He knew 
both the capabilities of his mates and the limitations of in- 
experienced men. He moved his ship within these limita- 
tions. 

When the longboat crew had made the mooring line fast 
to the Christian Radich’s buoy, the Captain climbed down 
from his conning bridge, forward of the helm, and we con-

Whistle signals cover specific meeting and crossing 


situations—here's what they are and what they mean 


WHISTLE SIGNALS UNDERWAY 

For vessels underwzy in clear weather, whistle signals 

basically indicate the following: 

One short blast: I am proceeding to starboard. In a 
crossing situation, it signifies the intention of the 
privileged vessel (having right of way) to hold course 
and speed 

Iwo short blasts: I am proceeding to port. 

Three short blasts: I am backing down 

Four or more short blasts: danger signal; signal not un- 
derstood or agreed with 

Five or more short blasts: International Rules danger sig- 
nal when privileged vessel (having right of way) is in 
doubt whether sufficient action is being taken by the 
other vessel to avoid collision. When danger signals 
are used, both vessels should stop until agreement is 
reached. 

One long blast: used when a boat is moving out of a 
berth or dock and other boats are likely to pass to- 
ward them. Also used as a warning at bends or curves 
in channels when an approaching vessel cannot be seen 
for a distance of one-half mile. In either case, when 
two boats in these circumstances come within sight, 
they will use normal steering and sailing rules 

Whistles should always be answered by the same signal 

to indicate understanding and compliance with the rule 
Cross signals should never be given. If doubt exists as to 
a proposed maneuver, the danger signal should be sounded. 
The signals for meeting, passing, or overtaking are never 
used except when the boats are in sight of each other and 
the course and position of each can be determined by sight 
of the vessel itself or at night by its navigation lights. In 
fog, mist, or other conditions of no visibility, fog signals 
only may be given 

Whistle signals are never exchanged between or with 

sailing vessels underway, 


FOG SIGNALS 

Vessels under power shall sound a long blast (four to 
six seconds duration) at least every one minute on Inland 
waters, or two minutes under International Rules. Accord- 
ing to International Rules, a boat which is not anchored 
or moored, but not moving must sound two prolonged 
blasts, about one-second apart. 

Sailboats sound their signals at intervals of not more 
than one minute: one blast on the starboard tack, two 
blasts on the port tack, and three blasts when before the 
wind 

\ vessel at anchor rings a bell for about five seconds at 
intervals of about one minute 

On International waters, a vessel longer than 350 feet 


rings a bell in the forward part of the vessel and a gong, 
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or other different-sounding signal, in the stern, both for 
about five seconds at intervals of about one minute. To give 
additional warning of the possibility of collision by an 
avvroaching vessel, a boat may also sound one short, one 
prolonged, and one short blast of her horn. A vessel that 
is aground makes the same signal as when anchored, and 
in addition, strikes three separate and distinct strokes on 
the bell immediately before and after the basic signal. 

A towboat sounds one long and two short blasts in lieu 
of the above signals, while the vessel being towed may re- 
peat this signal immediately after. On International waters, 
the last vessel in a tow sounds a long and three short blasts, 
immediately following the signal made by the towing vessel. 

In fog or other conditions of poor visibility, boats must 
go at moderate speed; alert to all circumstances and condi- 
tions. When a fog signal is heard, apparently forward of 
the beam, the boat should be stopped, then navigated with 
caution until the danger is over. 

Whistle signals are intended to be used when danger of 
collision exists. Unnecessary sounding of the whistle is pro- 
hibited within any harbor limits of the U. S. 

Special regulations pertaining to regattas or marine 
parades are contained in the Coast Guard Rules of the 
Road pamphlets. These should be studied also if such 
activities are planned because of their somewhat different 
provisions, and the fact that submission of plans to Coast 
Guard or State authorities may be required for such special 
events.

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CONVERTING AN OUTBOARD 
FOR CRUISING 
LYDE BAKER of Ossining, N. Y., 
is rightly quite proud of the way in 
which he has fitted out his 16-foot out- 
board utility runabout as a camping 
cruiser. As he explains, the boat, a 
husky lapstrake with a forward deck 
and windshield, lent itself well to the 
arrangement. Still, the layout could be 
worked into most any modern out- 
board 15 feet, say, or longer, in length 
Clyde’s boat had, to start, a door- 
fitted bulkhead closing off the storage 
space beneath the four-foot forward 
deck. This he tore out except for the 
lower part which he left as a strength 
member. He kept its top at the level 
of the forward walk-through seats 
Then two cross beams were fastened 
in up forward, at the same level, and 
this space permanently decked over 
with ¥s-inch plywood. Note that a 
hatch or lid is provided to permit ac- 
cess to the considerable amount of 
storage space beneath. A pair of hinged 
panels each side fills the space between 
this and the seat, these being held by 
neat end battens. Four-foot air mat- 
tresses then suffice, along with the seat 
cushions, for sleeping. These are 
stowed, along with the hinged panels, 
up forward. Short net hammocks there 
take odds and ends 
The central seat was then rebuilt, 
made box fashion, to take a compact 
galley arrangement. The small port- 
able stove fits in its metal-lined com- 
partment, and alongside it is a counter 
top with an aluminum washbasin let in 
flush as a sink. The basin is merely 
lifted out for emptying overboard. Be- 
neath is room for different cooking and 
eating gear, while below are three 
shallow drawers for cutlery and small 


items. Food supplies are carried in an 
assortment of. specially made canvas 
bags and in a portable icechest.

BEACHING ROLLER 

OE LEINER, my star birddog for 

ideas for this column, reports that 
a roller, or pair of them, made about 
as shown are particularly effective in 
hauling a boat out on a rough or rock 
strewn beach.
